The station platform was draped with 
flags, and flags were unfurled from 
public and private buildings all over 
the city. 

Mrs. McKinley stood the trip from 
Washington remarkably well. She had 
a comfortable night on the train and 
was feeling as well as she has for 
some days, when she reached her own 
home. 

“She is gradually recovering and is 
slowly regaining her strength,” was 
the report of her conu..ion given out 
today. Much benefit is expected from 
the quiet life she will be able to live 
here. 

From the this evening 
the President and Mrs. McKinley ad- 
journed to the front porch and enjoyed 
the cool breezes for several hours. 
They greeted with smiles of recogni- 
tion scores of friends and acquaint- 
ances who passed on the street before 
dark, and later chatted with many 
relatives and close friends. 

All of the party are somewhat tired 
from the journey, but in their usual 
health and the best of spirits. They 
find the weather here much cooler and 
more pleasant than Washington, and 
are delighted with the chahge. 

Mrs. McKinley, who has not received 
callers since her sickness, seemed to 
enjoy thoroughly the calls of the 
friends this evening. 

It is the hope of President McKinley 
that he and Mrs. McKinley shall secure 
the largest possible measure of quiet 
and rest while in their Canton’ home. 
It is not thought that there will be 
many official visitors to see the Presi- 
dent, although it is probable that 
from time to time those connected 
with the administration may come 
here for consultation or instructions. 
So far as possible official work will be 
transacted in Washington. Direct 
communication with the executive of- 
fices will be maintained by telephone. 


EUROPEAN STATION. 


NAVY WILL RE-ESTABLISH IT. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.& } 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—The Navy 
Department has issued formal orders 
reéstablishing the European station, 
with Rear-Admiral J. B. Cromwell in 
command. The cruiser Chicago is or- 
dered to proceed from Rio and will be 
the flagship of the admiral. The Al- 
bany and Nashville have sailed from 
Singapore,jen route for the new sta- 
The headquarters of the squadron 
will be designated by Admiral Crom- 
well and probably will be in the Medi- 
terranean. 

Admiral Cromwell is now at Rio and 
has acknowletiged the receipt of his 

It is expected that the rendezvous 
of the ships at the time they assemble 
will be Gibraltar. 

The European station, although 
marked on the naval maps, has not 
been seen in actual existence since just 
before the breaking out of the Spanish 


war. Prior to that time several ships| ~ 


had been in the Mediterranean, and 
the San Francisco and Bancroft made 
a hurried departure from those waters 
to avoid the complications likely to en- 
sue when war was declared. 

The limits of the station are Port 
Said at the entrance of the Red Sea, on 
the east, and a line running north and 
south through the Atlantic from the 
southernmost point of Greenland to 
Para, on the north coast of Brazil, and 
thence eastward. This includes the 
Azores and all of the waters of Europe 
and North Africa. 

Admiral Cromwell has been until 
now commander of the South Atlantic 
station, and his new assignment creates 
a vacancy which will be filled for the 
present by Capt. Pendleton of the At- 
lanta, now at Rio. If additional ships 
are sent to the South Atiantic later, a 
rear-admiral probably will be named 
for the command, but for the present 
there is no purpose of increasing the 
ships on that station. Neither is there 
any present prospect of adding to the 
ships on the European station. 

The reéstablishment of the European 
station is said to be entirely devoid 
of political significance and to be im- 
ply a move in the regular procedure 
of the navy to place the service in the 
same condition that it was prior to the 
war. 

QUIET IN VENEZUELA. 
OUR INTERESTS NOT MENACED.

NEW YORK, July ¢.—Naval officers 
infer, a Washington dispatch to the 
Herald says that American interests 
in Venezuela are not menace@"Lecause 
of the dispatches announcing that the 
Mayfiower has left La Guayara for San 
Juan, Porto Rico. The authorities say 
that if a eituation existed which was 
dangerous to Americn interests, the 
Mayflower would not have left Vene- 
zuelan waters. The State Department 
believes that the Mayflower’s visit 
has had a good effect, as it has es- 
tablished the purpose of the depart- 
ment to send a warship to Venezuela 
whenever it desires to do so, and has 
shown that Mr. Loomis was not re- 
sponsible, as charged by the Vene- 
zuelan press, for the repeated visits of 
American warships to La Guayara.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—The Presi- 
dent's proclamation opening to settle- 
ment the newly-ceded Indian lands in 
Oklahoma Territory, will be made pub- 
lic in the newspapers of Monday morn- 
ing. There is a vast area of the lands, 
and thousands of people have been 
whiting upon the borders for months 
in order to be among the first to enter. 

The opening of the new country will 
necessitate the Greation of two new 
land districts and three new counties, 
and they have been established by 
proclamation of the Pres dent. The 
lond office for the First District is to 
be located at El Reno, in Oklahoma 
county, and the second at the new 
town of Lawton, named for the late 
Gen. Lawton and located on the site 
of the old Fort Sill. The lands em- 
braced in the Lawton district will. de 
wholly in the ceded country, but addi- 
tions will be made to the E! Reno dis- 
triet trom both the Oklahoma City and 
Kinfisher districts. 

The new counties created are named 
respectively, Caddo, with Anadarko as 
county seat; Comanche, with Lawton 
as county seat, and Kiowa, with Ho- 
bart as county seat. A portion of the 
new lands is added to the counties 
already established. 

The ident has also issued a proc- 
lamation designating the Wichita 
Mountains, in the heart of the old 
Kiowa reservation, as a forest reserve. 
The lands thus reserved, cover an area 
of 58,000 acres, and are covered with 
timber and undergrowth.

Is Called to Order at 
Cincinnati. | 


Delegates Present from 
Many Lands. 


City Crowded With Visitors— 
President McKinley Sends 
His Greetings. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

CINCINNATI, (O.) July 6.—Amid the 
strains of soul-stirring music and from 
the brilliancy of thousands of electric 
lights, with an audience that numbered 
many thousands the Twentieth Annual 
Convention of the Christian Endeavor 
Society was formally opened in Music 
Hall here tonight, by President Fran- 
cis C. Clark of Boston. The programme 
which had been prepared. for three 
simultaneous meetings in the ‘three 
auditoriums was modied by consolidat- 
ing two meetings and curtailing the 
programme of speeches. 

After his greetings, President Clark 
relinquished the gavel to Bishop Sam- 
uel Fallows of Chicago, who presided 
throughout the meeting. Secretary 
of State Louis C. Laylin of Columbus 
welcomed the delegates to the Buck- 
eye State for Gov. Nash, whose physi- 
clan advised against his coming. 

The following telegram was received 
from the President at Canton: 

“Willis Baer, Secretary of the Inter- 
national Soclety of Christian Endcavor, 
Cincinnati. Upon the assembling of 
the International Christian Endes vor 
Society this evening, please extend to 
those present my cerdial greetings and 
best wishes for the success of the bes- 
sions. I regret that it will be impos- 
sible for me to be with you on this 
occasion. WILLIAM M’KINLEY.” 

Rev. M. A. Myakimi of Osaka, Japan, 
Secretary of the Christian Endeavor 
Society in that country, brought greet- 
ings in a scroll of Japanese which he 
read to the delight of his audience in 
his native tongue. He then unfuried 
a magnificent black Japanese banner, 
which he presented to the convention 
as a token from his countrymen. Rev. 
George H. Hubbard of China followed 
with greetings from the Celestial Em- 
pire, as also did Rev. Alfred G. Gran- 
dier of Canada and Rev. William D. 
Marsh of Adelaide, Australla, with 
words of cheer and encouragement 
from their provinces. 

The climax of the meeting, however, 
was reached near its conclusion when 
Bishop Fallon, as chairman, arose to 
annoufice President Clark to deliver to 
the convention his annual address. 
“Let us take our clean handkerchiefs,” 
the reverend chairman said, and stand 
and wave them in a joyous acclaim 
for the man we love; the man who has 
started this great work.” 

The audience responded with cheer 
after cheer.

“The new Century will be a century 
of mighty combinations and tremen- 
dous aggregations of material forces. 
There should be a combination of the 
Christian forces of the land to work. 
together in harmony for the advance- 


ment of the kingdom through their own 


churches and denominations. The 
Christian Endeavor Society today docs 
not aspire to be such a trust as the 
church at large, but it does aspire to 
promote among the young harmony and 
brotherly love, and united service for 
the kingdom of our Lord, and for their | 
native land.” 

Secretary Willis Baer of Boston then 
read his report. He said: 

“In 1891 there were 16,274 societies, 
and in 1901, at the close of the Chris- 
tian Endeavorers’ second decade, 61,427. 
The nearly one million members have 
become nearly four millions. The net 
increase in numbers of the new socie- 
ties since last July is nearly two hun- 
dred. One of the most gratifying facts 
to report is the steady growth in for- 
eign and missionary lands. There are 
now over sixteen thousand junior so- 
cleties, and 1285 intermediate societies, 
the first with 483,000 members, and the 
second with 38,500. In all, 160,000 —— 
people have in twelve months joine 
the church of our societies.” 

The business of the Endeavorers, as 
far as business applies to the work of 
that organization, was practically com- 
pleted at a session of the corporation 
members at the Grand Hotel this 
morning.

Miss Florence 
Hammond, who slept in the same room 
with her mother, was awakened, but 
obeying the injunction of the burglar, 
kept her peace. In the meantime 
maid and butler became alarmed d 
went to the chamber of Mrs. H - 
mond, and were also held at bay by the 
rentieman of the masked face and 
‘oaded revolver. Assuring the house- 
hold of his reluctance to add murder 
to his crime of burglary, he asked Mrs. 
Hammond for her purse, which she 
hended over to him. Abstracting some 
gold. he handed the purse back, re- 
marking that some papers which it 
contained were doubtless of more value 
to Mrs. Hammond than to him. Com- 
manding silence, he prepared to make 
his exit, followine Mrs. Ham- 
mond’s instructions, the maid and but- 
zer lighted the burglar’s way to the 
door, and let him out into the night. 

The man acted in a most gentlemanly 
and suave manner throughout the en- 
tire transaction, and toox nothing but 
the money he abstracted fron Airs. 
Hammond's purse. He secured some- 
ching over $29. 

The police have a fairly good descr!p- 
‘ion of this twentieth-century knight 
ef the mask. Detective O'Dea has dis- 
covered that the burglar obtained an 
entrance to the place by climbing a 
water spout on one side of the home 
and getting through a bathroom win- 
dow. ‘The bathroom is but a short dis- 
tance from Mrs. Hammond's sleeping 
apartment. The detectives have not 
made any arrests, and so far have no 
valuable clues.

When seen tonight regarding the loss 
sustained by the University of Cali- 
fornia by the death of Prof. Le Conte, 
President Benjamin Ide Wheeler said: 

“In the immediate presence of our 
great loss it is Joseph Le Conte as the 
man. even more than Joseph Le Conte, 
the scholar, who is in our thoughts. To 
those who have known him, who have 
felt the touch of his rare personality, I 
must believe it will always remain so.

PRINCE VON HOHENLOHE. 
GERMAN STATESMAN DEAD. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS~—A.M.} 
BERLIN, July 6—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Prince Von Hohenlohe, formerly 
German Imperial Chancellor, died al 

Ragatz, Switzerland. last eVening. 

Prince Von Hohenlohe’s death was 
generaly unexpected here, as he left 
Berlin several weeks ago apparently 
in good health. although his increasing 
weakness was evident. The Prince ar- 
rived at Ragatz extremely exhausted. 
His death is attributed to the weuk- 
ness of old age. 

The arrangements for the trans- 
portation of the body to Germany and 
for the obsequies are not yet definitely 
determined upon, but it is expected 
that the remains will be conveyed to 
the Hohenlohe ancestral home at 
Schillingfurst, where the family vaut 
is situated and where the body of 
Prince Von Hohenlohe's wife is in- 
terred. It is also expected that Chan- 
celior Von Buelow will break his sea- 
side rest and attend the funeral, 

Although Emperor William has fixed 
his departure on his trip to Norway for 
Monday next, it is deemed_tikely that 
His Majesty will once more postpone 
the date of his starting on his trip in 
order to enable him to attend the ob- 
sequies. Owing to Emperor William's 
relationship to Prince Ven Hohenlohe. 
His Majesty always called the Prince 
“Uncle Chiodwig.” 

It is not believed here that the body 
of Prince Von Hohenlohe will be 
brought to Berlin before being taken 
to Schillingsfurst. 

The officials of the United States 
embassy here informed the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press that 


the death of the former Chancellor was 
much regretted, because of his uffform 


kindliness 


toward Americans and 
American interests. Prince Von Hohen- 
johe's attitude through his chancellor 
ship was always fair and conciliatory 
in regard to German-American rela- 


tions. Although he was an extensive 
estate owner, he did nét share the 
Agrarian hostility toward the United 


States. It was owing, in a large meas- 
ure, to his friendly spirit during sev- 
eral trying pean that Germany's rela- 
tions with t United States never de- 
parted from  cordiality. He received 
many Americans, and was always 
friendly to them. At the time of the 
death of United States Ambassador 
Theodore B. Runyan in 1896, which oc- 
curred in the middle of the nicht. Sec- 
retary Jackson went early in the morn- 
ing to inform the Cabinet ministers of 
Mr. Runyan's demise, but only found 
Hohenlohe ready to receive 

m. 

The Lokal Anzeiger today says: 
“Prince Hohenlohe left mem- 
oirs ready for publication which are ex- 
pected to appear soon. Part of the 
memoirs are devoted to a defense of 
his policy as Chan-ellor.”’ 

The evening papers print laudatory 
biographies of Prince Von Hohenlobe. 
Only the Agrarian press mingled its 
laudatory remarks with criticism, ow- 
ing to the economic views of the 
Prince during his lifetime. 


Edgar Parker Deacon. 


BOSTON, July 6.—Edgar Parker 
Deacon, member of a wealthy Boston 
family, prominent in society for some 
years, and who was principal in a sen- 
sational shooting affray and divorce 
suit in Paris, is dead. Mr. Deacon was 
a victim of brain disease. 

The Deacons came from one of the 
old families of France and for many 
years Edward lived in Paris. After 
his marriage he resided at the French 
capital, being connected with a bank- 
ing firm. Mrs. Deacon was Mies Flor- 
ence Boldwin, daughter of Rear-Ad- 
miral Charles H. Baldwin, then con- 
sidered the most wealthy officer in the 
United States navy. The marriage 
took place in New York in 1872. 

Twenty years later, in a hotel at 
Cannes incidents arose which awak- 
ened Deacon's jealousy and the cul- 
mination was a scene in Mrs. Deacon's 
apartments, in which Emile Abeille 
was shot and killed by Mr. Deacon. A 
French court convicted him for homi- 


cide and he was sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment on May 2, 1892, 
and was

lowing by esident Carnot, with many 
other prisoners, in commemoration of 
the 100th anniversary of the French 
republic. 

In 1887. while on a visit here. Mr. 
Deacon became insane ond was taken 
to an asylum. He was 45 years of age.

UCCESSFUL FRENCH 
NAVAL MANEUVERS.

POWERFUL FLEET PLAYING WAR 
IN THE MEDITERRANEAN. 


Plan of Campaign Has Some Very 
Realistic Features—Admiral Gervais 
Idol of the Navy—Submarine Torpedo 
Boat’s Success. 


IN DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES 1 

PARIS, July 6.—{Exclusive Dispatch.] 
Never before has France assembled in 
Mediterranean waters so formidable a 
fleet as that composed by the united 
squadrons of the North and Mediter- 
ranean, which, under the direction of 
Vice-Admiral Gerva's, is executing 
manuevers ebtween Gibraltar and Bi- 
zerta. This great French arsenal and 
fortress, In the opinion of foreign and 
impartial navy experts here, is far 
more up to date and efficient in aspect 
to armament and equipment than 
either of its Brit'sh rivals, Gibraltar 
or Malta. 

The fleet under Admiral Gervais's 
command consists of forty-three ships, 
every one of which is stated to be 
thoroughly efficient and fully manned. 
Besides tweive torpedo destroyers and 
one torpedo supply ship, there are fif- 
teen battleships, five armored cruisers 
and seven protected cruisers. It is 


nean squadron, under Admiral Fisher, 
at the present moment could muster 
only ten hattleships. 

In time of war Admiral Gervais 
would have supreme command of the 
French navy, of which he has become 
the veritable idol. Eyewitnesses say 
that a most imposing sight was pre- 
sented, when, at 9 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of June 29, the popular admiral ar- 
rived off Algiers on his flagship, Bou- 
vet, and hoisted his flag, while ar: lute 
of fifteen guns was fired and the blue 
jackets of the whole fleet manned the 
batteries and shouted four times in 
unison the new battle cry of France, 
“Vive la Republique.” 

The scheme of the maneuvers which 
are now in full swing is that the 
enemy, which is represented by the 
French northern, or channel, squad- 
ron, hearing at Tangiers of the out- 
break of war, endeavors to effect a 
junction with a squadron of the allied 
powers, which is at that moment at 
La Madalena. The French fleet, rep- 
resented by the French Mediterranean 
squadron, tries to prevent this union 
of two hostile divisions. Such are the 
broad outlines of the work which Is to 
be done during the next seven days. 
Naturally, however, the French ships 
which play the prrt of the squadron 
which the one at Tangier is endeavor- 
ing to joint, are not at La Madalena, 
but at Ajaccio. They are the battle- 
ship Charles Martel and Jaurequibercy, 
and the cruisers Lavoisier and Dun- 
nois. 

In order to make the whole thing 
more realistic and to put all the ar- 
rangements which have been lately 
carried out to a practical test, the en- 
tire French system of offense and de- 
fense in the Mediterranean was set go- 
ing. Guardships along the southern 
coasts of France, as ‘Well as on the 
coasts of Corsica, Algeria and Tunis, 
have been mobolized, and all the intel- 
ligence services utilized by the Medi- 
terranean squadron doing duty for the 
French fleet. Everything that could 
contribute to prevent the junction of 
the two hostile fleets was brought into 
full play. The interest which attaches 
to this scheme is enhanced by the fact 
that it is exactly what is expected to 
occur in the event of war with Eng- 
land, when all the naval strategists 
agree that the decisive battle would be 
fought not in the Atlantic, but in the 
western Mediterranean. 

There is great enthusiasm through- 
out France over the brilliant success 
of the little submarine boat Gustave 
Zede, which started from Toulon and 
managed to slip into Ajaccio Harbor 
unobserved, just as the naval division 
was ketting under way, and hit with 
a dummy torpedo the battleship Jaure- 
quibercy, as it was leaving the road- 
stead with the Charles Martel, pre- 
ceded by a cruiser-destroyer and-sev- 
eral torpedo boats. This happened at 
daybreak. A brisk fire was immediately 
opened, while torpedo boats searched 
for the enemy; but the Gustave Zede 
remained submerged and invisible until 
her presence was revealed by her hit- 
ting a second ship, the Charles Mar- 
tel, with another dummy torpedo. 

The naval maneuvers have a'ready 
caused widespread and genuine satis- 
faction. Implicit confidence is ex 
pressed in naval circles at the efficiency 
of the submarine craft. Popular feel 
ing is such that, in spite of socialistic 
opposition, there seems little doubt 
that an enormous naval budget for 
1902 will be approved by the Chamber 
and by the country. Indeed, Admiral 
Gervais, as was the case afte: the 
Cronstadt demonstration some years 
ago, is once more the hero of the 
hour.

ST. PAUL, July 6.—The board of ~ar- 
dons will. on Monday, consider a long 
list of applications for pardons or pa- 
role, the most important being the case 
of James and Coleman Younger, who 
were sentenced in 1876 for life for com- 
plicity in the robbery and accompany- 
ing murders at Northfield, Minn. 

A Special bill was passed by 
State Legislature. making possible the 
parole of life prisoners, the Youngers 
being the intended beneficiaries. Such 
paroles are to be granted on joint ac- 
tion by the prison managers and the 
pardon board. In May the prison man- 
agers unanimously expressed their ap- 
proval of the suggested paroles, and it 
is ther action which will bring the 
matter before the board of pardons on 
Monday.

In 
the event of Mr. Kruger's continued 
refusal, the promoters propose to act 
without authorization. 


NOT TAKEN SERIOUSLY. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—The report 
from Brussels that former President 
Kruger is being urged to notify the 
powers that unless they intervene in 
the South African contest, he will 
commission privateers, is not treated 
Seriously here. 

It is weill understood as an outcome 
of the war with Spain that the United 
States government will never aga n. 
except in the most extraordinary 
emergencies, issue letters of marque, 
and the same reasons impel the govern- 
ment from recognizing any such war- 
rants issued by any other nation, even 
were that nation in full standing. 

In the case of the Spanish war. both 
of the beliligerents, by agreement, re- 
frained from issuing commissions to 
privateers, and it has now been many 
vears since the flag of any respectab.e 
nation has flown over such craft. 

In the case of Mr. Kruger. it is ex 
tremely doubtful whether he would, if 
the issue were forced in this way, be 
de facto President, 
authorized to issue commissions to p:i- 
vateers. That point would have to be 
settled at the outset and each nat‘on 
whose commerce was affected or was 
threatened by the privateers would de- 
termine for itself his ‘competency. It 
is scarcely to be expected that they 


would decide against their own com- 


mercial interests, so that Mr. Kruger's 
privateers would find it difficult to se- 


‘cure general recognition. 


The threat to send out privateers 
without President Kruger’s consent {s 
idle. It is pointed out here that such 
craft would te pirates pure ond sim- 
ple, and the civilized world would 
sweep them off the seas if they shou'd 
begin operat'ons against the commerce 
of the nations.

SUPREME COURT. 
CHIEF ELTON LOSES SUIT.

NOTHER ACT OF 
TRASK’S TRAGEDY. 


HELD FOR TRIAL IN THE SUPERIOR 
COURT. 


The Proceedings Were Strictly Per- 
functory, All the Romantic Features 
of the Story Being Relentlessly 
Thrown Out by the Police Justice. 


It was enough to make angels ween, 
the way the romance was crushed out 
of the Fourth of July tragedy, when R. 
D. Trask was brought up in the Police 
Court yesterday to be examined on a 
charge of assault to murder his di- 
vorced wife. 4 

All the coquetry and the handsome 
barbers and the neglected children and 
the heart burns were severely disre- 
garded. All the law wanted to know 
was that a hostier had unrighteously 
plunked a few holes in the anatomy 
of the lady who once had the honor to 
be his wife. It was about as thrilling 
as a problem in geometry. 

No, it was not as thrilling as that. 
In the geometry recitat:‘on there is a 
chance of a flunk, but this was all cut 
and dried before hand. 

Frank Calori, the Italian barber of 
whom Trask was madly jealous, was 
not present; neither was Mrs. Trask.’ 
Her wounds would not permit her being 
brought to court. 

There might have been a saving 
clause if Trask had wrung his hands 
and wept or had some kind of emo- 
tional contortions. The only time that 
he showed any particular interest in 
the case was when a colored woman was 
on the stand, telling how she had res- 
cued the bleeding woman after the 
shooting. She didn’t lose any dramatic 
points out of the story, and Trask 
smiled until he showed his teeth to 
hear her. He seemed to be quietly 
amused at her whole recital. 

Trask's demeanor is so uninteresting 
that it gains a certain interest from 
that very fact. 3 

Almost every man who comes to trial 
makes as good 4 bluff as he can at ut- 
ter indifference. This is a race that 
takes human emotion to be disgraceul. 
But there have been very few who 
seemed to be as sincerely unconcerned 
as Trask. He listens with grave atten- 
tion, but as though it were somebody 
else's troubles, not his own. 

He was defended by E. A. Meserve. 
Esq. There were no legal grow!s of 
battle, however. Trask's lawyer lis- 
tended to the testimony in solemn si- 
lence: he interposed almost no objec- 


tions. and only asked one or two ques- 


tions on cross-examination. No testi- 
mony was introduced for the defense 
and no arguments were made. 

The first witness called for the de- 
fense was Miss Angelita Young, the 
pretty sister of the wounded woman. 
She was almost an eyewitness to the 
shooting. She was in the middle room 
and saw Trask rush into the front and 
begin firing from the doorway. 

As he began shooting, he said, 
“You're gone, Minnie.“ 

She had then rushed out into the 
yard, crying for help. ä 

rs. Mary Smith, a colored woman, 
who lives on Winston street, and who 
took Mrs. Trask into her house when 
she came bleeding through the yard, and 
shut the door in the face of the would- 
be slayer as he followed, told the same 
story as was given in The Times the 
day after the shooting. 
It was when she told how Trask de- 
manded en ce and melodramatically 
thrust his Zand back to his hip pocket, 
that the défendant grinned. 
The only new point brought out in 
the story was in the testimony at C. 
D. Black, a liveryman, from whom 
Trask tried to borrow a revolver about 
a week before the shooting. 

He said that he had an engagement 
to. meet an Italian barber, who was 
bigger.than he, and he wanted a gun 
to defend himself. Black did not lend 
him the gun. 

The rest of the examination consisted 
of the testimony of arresting officers 
and persons with whom Trask had 
talked about the murder, and Police 
Surgeon Pierce, who examined the 
woman's wounds. 

Trask was held over for trial in the 
Superior Court under $5000 bonds. 


DRY SHAVING. 


Chinaman Asserts That it Has Caused 
the Disappearance of the Beard in 
His Race. 


{Washington Siar:] “Dry shaving 
has been a blessing to China, and in 
less than 300 years has aimost removed 
beards from the faces of the men of 
the empire,” observed an intelligent 
Chinaman to a Star reporter. “Origi- 
nally the Chinese had heavy beards. 
This is easily verified by an examina- 
tion of any of the old prints of China- 
men, for all of them show long-bea! ded 
men. In time the people found out 
that there was no particular use for 
a beard and that the wearing of it was 
expensive, outside of the time actually 
occupied in trimming or shaving ic. 
How many Americans of today are 
forced to spend several hours a week 
in a barber's chair? Many men that 


I know,.Americans and Europeans as 


well, spend twenty minutes in a bar- 
ber’s chair every day. | 

“The Chinamen of the olien times— 
the kind of Chinaman who figures as 
a pirate in your prints, for the good 
Chinaman never seems to have got 
his picture in your books at all until 
within the last fifty years at most— 
always wore a long beard in reality as 
we'l as in the picturer. But even te 
found out that there was ro necessity 
for it. e learned men of the em- 
pire were asked to consider the mat- 
ter, and they arrived at the ccnclu- 
Bion that dry shaving was to some 
extent a remedy. Anyhow, official 
edicts were issued giving this intor- 
mation. The old fellows who fad 
beards, of course, were not in it, and 
they lived out their days and pa sed 
out of existence with full beards, but 
the young men were acked to ‘dry 
shave.’ Thus the reform started, and 
in five or six generations of people 
the beard has practically ds peare I, 
do that the average Chinaman of to- 
day does not have to devote over one- 
half hour in a month to keep his face 
hairless. In the next two generations 
beards are expected to disappear abso- 
lutely. It took time to bring this about. 
but in the life of a nation such a thing 
as a century should not be allowed to 
count much. I think beards would 
disappear from Americans and Euro- 
peans in five generations of people 
if the people wanted to have them dis- 
appear.”

EMPLOYMENT FOR BOERS. 


B. B. Balfour Suggests That the 
Prisoners on St. Helena Be Put to 
Tree Planting. | 


{London Standard:] B. R. Balfour, 
writing from Red Hill. St. Helena, un- 
der date of April 8, rays: “As a visitor 
to St. Helena in a private capacity I 
cannot help wishing that some further 
employment could be provided for the 
prisoners of war. I heard of some 
cases of insanity, and it is only to be 
expected that the long-continued se- 


clusion, enforced idleness and anxiety | 


about their families should tell on the 
minds of some of the prisoners. There 
are many who would be grateful if 
some employment could be provided 
for them and who would be glad to 
work at the rate of 1 shilling a day in 
addition to the rations received from 
the ‘government at some work which 
would be of public advantage. 

“One of the things which appears to 
me to be the most needed on the isl- 
and is tree planting. It is lamentable 
to see how St. Helena is being de- 
nuded of trees. 
of the camps are being cut away sim- 
ply to provide firewood for the prison- 
ers. 

“I wish to suggest that a fund should 
he opened at once to provide employ- 
ment for a selected number of prison- 
ers of war at tree planting, subject, of 
course, to the military regulations be- 
ing complied with to the satisfaction 
of the authorities. - 

I have been consulting on the sub- 
ject both with the Governor and with 
the officer in command of the troops, 
and I have reason to hope that ar- 
rangements can be made which would 
enable 22 of the Boers to be em- 
ployed in this way for tne permanent 
benefit of the island, provided funds 
are forthcoming. 

“Should my plan be taken up I pro- 
pose to invite any two members of the 
Council of the Charity Organization 
Society. of which I am an old member, 
and also the. Dutch Minister, the Rev. 
De Vos, to Jin with me in administer- 
ing the funds. For personal references 
I beg to refer to the secretary of the 
Charity Organization Soclety and the 
secretary of the Colonial Institute.”

HOT TIME OVER ADOPTION OF HIGH

Those of Architect Krempel the Choice

HAVE NO SALOONS.

ELECTORS SO DETERMINE BY VERY 
DECISIVE MAJORITY. 


If Granted, the Licenses for Drinking 
Places Would Have Been Given Vir- 
tually to the Highest Bidders—Prayer- 
meeting Bells. | 


LONG BEACH, July 6.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] By a 
decisive vote of 267 to 96, the electors 
of Long Beach today spoke their sen- 
timent against the reéstablishment of 
saloons within the municipality. 

The special election held today was 
called in response to a petition of vot- 
ers asking for it. The prayer of the 
petition was that, in the event of the 
election resulting in favor of saloons, 
two licenses for such drinking places 
should be granted under provisions 
which would virtually give the. licenses 
to the highest bidders. If granted the 
licenses were to be issued under an 
ordinance requiring that each drinking 
place should have no side or rear en- 
trances, and no chairs or table in the 
bar-Toom. 

Even with those strict requirements 
the people of the town did not want 
salgons, and they said so with their 
ballots. The result was a majority 
against drinking places even higher 
than had been anticipated by most of 
the no-saloon people. A number of citi- 
zens who, two or three years ago, were 
of the high-license persuasion, were to- 
day counted among the supporters of 
the no-salopn idea. 

According to previous announcement, 
there was a women's prayer meeting 
occupying much of the day at the Tab- 
ernacle held for the purpose of pray- 
ing that the election might result 
against saloons. The Tabernacle bell 
was rung from time to time. The peo- 
ple about town had been requested to 
offer prayer for the success of the 
prohibition cause each time the bell 
was rung. The first bell was at 5 am. 

When the result of the election was 
announced, there was a joyful demon- 
stration about the City Hall, where 
the polling place was. .

ISLES OF SUMMER 

WILL SOME DAY BE VWALUABLE. 
It was recently reported that some 
capitalists have been looking over the 
Island of Anacapa, off the coast of 


Santa Bar county. with the idea of 
sort of a Pacific

— With such reports, however, it 
Should be remembered, that these isl- 
ands are not outside of the jurisdiction 
of the United States, to which they be- 
long, nor of the State and county offi- 


The islands, which lie off the coast of 
Southern California, are interesting, 
and may before long become valuable 
from a real-estate standpoint. Begin- 
ning on the south, there is San Clem- 
ente, an island of considerable size, 
which is uninhabited, except by one old 
timer, and by persons who come over 
occasionally to look after the large 
bands of sheep which are pastured 
there. There has been a considerable 
amount of discussion of late in regard 
to the methods by which a certain well- 
known corporation of San Francisco has 
succeeded in retaining control of this 
island for pasturage purposes, while 
gettiers have frequently endeavored to 
file upon land, of which there is said to 
be a considerable area that is suscep- 
tible of cultivation. The company ap- 
pears to have sufficient influence with 
some one in authority to hold its own, 
and it recently secured a renewal of the 
lease for a small sum. Some time ago 
the island was set aside as a lighthouse 
reservation Why the government 
should require the whole of this large 
island for lighthouse purposes is some- 

thing of a mystery. The would-be set- 

tlers claim that the island is fertile, 

while the company asserts that it is 

arid. In order to back up its assertion, 

it is said to have gone to the extent of 

filling up wells that have been dug. A 

little official investigation of the situa- 

tion at San Clemente Island would do 

no harm. 

A short distance north of San Clem- 

ente Island is Catalina Island, well 

known to Southern Californians, and to 

many outsiders, as a popular resort. 

Some grain is wn on this island, 

where there are a number of fertile 

valleys, but most of it is given up at 

present to sheep and goats.

This may be done in 
one of several ways. Arrangements 
may be made with a reliable contractor 
and builder to erect several houses of 
the style and cost suitable to the value 
of the lots and condition of the class of 
people whom it is proposed to interest. 
The owner may pay the builder for 
these houses, and then by offering them 
without any margin of profit and re- 
ducing the price upon the lots occupied. 
he will be able to sell them at much less 
than an individual could erect a single 
dwelling and find ready purchasers. Or 
he may be able to agree with a builder 
to build and sell the houses himself, 
paying a small price for the lots when 
a home-purchaser has been secured. 
The same result may sometimes be 
achieved by direct bargains with the 
purchasers. Offer to a limited number 
of reliable men who would be desirable 
occupants of the property, lots at great- 
ly-reduced prices, or even entirely free, 
on condition that houses of a certain 
cost shall be erected and occupied 
within a specified time, the deed to be 
given when all conditions are complied 
with.

The panic stopped all that 
and the practice has not been resumed 
in most locaiities. Vacant lots are now 
sold, for the most part, to those who 
desire to build a home, and it often re- 
quires some unusual inducement to se- 
cure purchasers for the first few lots. 
The homeseeker is naturally diffident 
about selecting the site for his future 
abode on a vacant tract which gives 
few indications of domesticity.

OINGS OF BUILDERS 
AND ARCHITECTS. 


APARTMENT HOUSES THAT RE- 
SEMBLE RESIDENCES. 


An Appropriate Design for a Public 
Library Building—In Spite of the In- 
crease in Cost of Construction Build- 
ing Continues Quite Active. 


In spite of the increase In the price 
of labor and material, the building 
boom continues. There have been some 
houses whose construction had been 
postponed, and in some cases aban- 
doned, by the deterring factors men- 
tioned, but the number has not been 
sufficient to check the progress of de- 
velopment in that line. That it is not 
helped by those factors is certain, and 
the influence they exert may yet be- 
come more appreciably felt than it is 
at present. Just now the buildings 
whose construction is most influenced 
by the recent rise in the price of labor 
are the cottages and smaller dwellings. 
In those the amount of money put into 
labor, as compared with that put into 
material, is greater than in the larger 


bulldings.

Design for a Public Library Building. 
The report, previously referred to in 
these columns, that a pvwblic-spirited 
eastern capitalist stood ready to donate 
the sum of $250,000 to Los Angeles for 
a library bullding and headquarters 
for a historical society, on condition 
that a site be provided, may or may 
not be on the point of being verified, 
but it is certain that considerable in- 
terest is being taken just now in the 
subject of providing the city with such 
a building. 

It is to be hoped that the focusing 
of the public mind wpon the need of 
a library building may be instrumental 
in securing it. With this end in view 
a prospective of a design for a public 
library building is given herewith, as 
an appropriate suggestion for the ex- 
terlor treatment of such a structure. 
The architectural composition is based 
on renaissance principles, with liberal 
interpretations. It is the work of 
Architect Fernand Parmentier of this 
city. The floor plans intended ‘to ac- 
company the drawing would each rep- 
resent an area of about 11,000 square 
feet. The outside dimensions of the 


building, as planned, are about 132x82- 
feet. 


The floor plans of the structure 
ical respect both 


to a longitudinal and a transverse 
axis. The principal entrance to the 
building would be in the center of the 
longer side of the rectangle that con- 
stitutes the outline of the structure. It 
is sheltered by a six-column Corinthian 
portico. This is followed by a vesti- 
bule and céntral hall containing «a 
spacious staigway, that leads to the 
second story, The book and the ref- 
erence rooms form, respectively, the 
right and left wings of the first floor. 
The former is to have a capacity of 
75,000 volumes. Catalogue, children’s, 
librarians’ rooms, and accessories, are 
found upon this floor, arranged in con- 
venient order to the two larger rooms. 

The second story contains in one 
wing a lecture room, with a seating es- 
pacity of about 300 people, and in the 
opposite wing a museum and art 
square

a lecture room, with a seating capaci 
of about 300 more. 
Men's and women's reading rooms 
and stily rooms, for High School 
pupils and others, complete the are 
rangements of this floor. The attic is 
arranged for storage rooms, while the, 
basement contains engine and heating 
rooms, and its remaining space is util- 
ized for storage purposes. 

It is estimated by the architect that 
the total cost of the building, with 
modern improvements and an exterior 


of stone and pressed brick, would not 
exceed $50,000. 


The Halsey Fiats. 


A front view of the Halsey flats is 
shown among the drawi of buildings 
presented this week. “The building, 
which is a two-story frame structure, 
containing four six-room flats, was 
recently completed for A. E. Halsey 
on lots lying on the west side of 
Hope street about 250 feet north of 
Eighth street. It is built around a 
large court in the interior, and by 
this arrangement practically every 
room of the build'ng is made an out- 
side room and is provided with an 
abundance of light, fresh air and sun- 
shine. Great care was taken to avoid 
the boxke appearance of most apart- 
ment buildings, and to provide a com- 
bination dwelling whose occupants 
shall have the conveniences, comforts 
and surroundings of a first-class city 
residence. 

The foundation and lower part of 

the building is of Roman pressed 
brick, with rustic and shingle finish 
for the upper tion. 
Each apartment consists of a recep- 
tion hall, a parlor, dining-room, 
kitchen and two bedrooms, with bath- 
room and screen porch. The parlors 
and dining-rooms are provided with 
fireplaces, China closets and such con- 
veniences as would usually be found 
in a well-equipped family mansion, 
The ground floor flats have large 
verandas at the front and at the sides, 
and the upper flats are provided with 
balconies. The interior finish of the 
rooms is in natural wood, ar@ the re- 
ception and stair halls are wainscot- 
ted with Lincrusta Walton. 

The plans of the building were pre- 
pared by Architects Howard, 
and Williams, and it was erected, un-

PECULIARITIES TO BE ATTRIBUTED 
TO UNBALANCED MENTALITY. 


Fads, Fancies and Foibles Symptoms 
of Mild Forms of Mania—A Man Who 
Counts Chimneys to Insure Sleep— 
Crack Steppers.

{Washington Times: “There is no 
euch thing as a sane man,” once sais 
an eminent alienist, who has devoted his 
life to the study of nervous diseases, 
and who for many years has been at 
the head of one of the largest lunatic 
asylums in the country. He qualified 
the statement by saying that sanity 
lid not exist in the fullest sense of the 
word. Fads, fancies and foibles were 
all characterized by him as evidences 
of insanity in mild forms, and in all 
his experience, he said, he had never 
met with a perfectly balanced man. If 
the worthy physician is to be believed, 
there are many insane people to be 
found outside of asylum walis, harm- 
‘ess, it is true, but none the less insane. 


Maurier, an authority on nervous dis- 


eases, and of international reputation, 
has said that the initia! impetus of 
vital capacity and well-being, given at 
ihe beginning of life by parents, is 
comparable to the initial impetus given 
two rolling balls on a level plain or 
table. Each starts out on its rolling 
journey with a certain velocity given it 
at the start. This velocity, owing to 
the friction resistance which it meets, 
wil! constantly diminisa until finally 
the ball will come to a state of rest, 
and as it approaches this point is 
likely to diverge somewhat from the 
direct line of its course, as it meets 
with various unevennesses of surface 
over which it passes. Some balls will 
keep on the straight line and end on 
that line while others may diverge. 

So it is with the mental capacity or 
brain vitality. Nature has endowed 
man with certain capacities, which are, 
barring other and conflicting agencies, 
sufficient to carry him through life in 
a state of well-being, that is to Say. 
eufficient to meet the ordinary stresses 
from his environment, and maintain 
his mental equilibrium. Conduct is de- 
termined and regulated by the highest 
regions of the brain, and every marked 
departure from normal conduct is at- 
tributable to some stress which has 
been sufficiently potent in its effect 
upon the highert regions to provoke a 
departure from the normal activity to 
eccentricttics of conduct, which is evi- 
dence of cerebral disturbance; hence, 
by so much, a degree of insanity. 

Those parts of the human organism 
which have developed gradually for 
a long period of time, counted by ages, 
are the most stable and most able t» 
resist disturbing outside influences. 
This is proved in the case of the lower 
regions of the brain, which give way 
much less readily than the higher re- 
gions, which, compared with the time 
of development of lower reg.ons, are 
of the most recent, and hence the least 
stable and first to yield to internal 
or external stresses. The degree of 
stability of the highest regions, or their 
power to resist, varies in individuals,

but, nevertheless, is always more or 
less unstable. According to Maurier, 
every man and woman is liable to be- 
come insane, if only the stress or 
shock is profound enough. The deli- 
rium which accompanies weaken'ng 
disease offers a sufficient illustration 
of stress having an internal origin, 80 
also the flightiness in certain febrile 
conditions. A common drunk is an ex- 
ample of internal stress, and is in- 
Sanity, pure and simple, though, h-p- 
pily, only temporary in duration. 

Under the ordinary cares and wor- 
ries of everyday life, the daily rou- 
tine of existence, unaccompanied by 
any event which would tend to in- 
crease nervous activity, such as shock, 
bad news, distressing accidents, etc., 
and even the excitement due to the 
hearing of good news, individuals will 
Show a difference in their responsive- 
ness to the stresses which break upon 
the shores of the higher brain regions 
during all of the waking hours. The 
normal brain will evince no unusual 
conduct. Its activity wi show no 
noteworthy change from the preceding 
day or days. Nothing of undueness 
will be noted. If there be extra activ- 
ity it will always be normal and its 
exciting cause eaSily traceable to some 
unusual event, readily understood and 
its result upon the brain intelligible. 

On the other hand, an individual with 
a less stable brain, that is, with the 
highest regions more irritable, more 
responsive to exciting causes, than the 
type just mentioned, will manifest a 
degree of excitement or responsiveners 
all out of proportion to the effect which 
the exciting cause, or stress, ought rea- 
sonably to produce. He “gets rattled,” 
is spoken of as “nervous” or “hysteri- 
cal” or even nutty.“ This is the pop- 
ular expression of the recognition of 
this unstable condition. In a general 
sense the evidence of insanity, in what- 
ever form, is the result cf the degree 
of responsiveness to the play or stre*s 
upon the highest brain regions; the 
Greater the instability the more pre- 
found the effect as evilenced through 
the response. This degree of respon- 
siveness is as varied as the individuals 
themselves, and hence each in his own 
way, or according as the stress affects 
him, will manifest in his conduct the 
effect of the stress-impulse. 

Any departure from normal conduct 
is evidence of insanity, technically at 
least, and it may be said with safety 
that few people pass through life with- 
out lapses of insanity. It may show 
itself in harmless’ eccentricities, in a 
mania. for some fad, and, in short, 
in some form of eccentricity in which, 
to the trained eye of the alienist. some 
shock to the highest brain regions has 
been received. causing a temporary 
or a permanent bas in the bra'n. When 
the insanity is but slight, the patient 
may or may not be aware of it. Gen- 
erally, however, his friends and ac- 
quaintances will let him know that 
they notice something cut of the or- 
dinary in his conduct, which may de- 
press and alarm him, or he may pass 
it by as only a whim which has no 
importance. 

Most people who pass for sane per- 
sons are of this class. Each in his or 
her own way tas some one or more 
Wheels“ which control his or her ac- 
tions and conduct to some extent. It 
may not be known to the individual, 
but is apt to be known to some friend 
or acquaintance. There are hundreds 
of such cases everywhere. One meets 
them among friends and is amused, but 
never for a moment imagines that the 
friend is afflicted with a mild form of 
insanity. 

One of the greatest factors in deter- 
ining conditions of nervous stability or 
instability: that is, sanity or insanity, 
is environment. Each individual Le- 
votes his efforts to establish an en- 
vironment best sulted to his needs and 
desires, but the pace set in the strug- 
gle for this object is commonly too 
great for another individual, who is 
compelled to keep the pace set, and he 
succumbs, because the environment 
best suited for the stability of his ner- 
vous centers is absent. To illustrate 
this more clearly, it is simply necessary 
to present an incident of every-day oc- 
currence familiar to all. Take, for ex- 
ample, a man who Is a successful man- 
ufacturer. His mental processes de- 
mand an active life, such as is found 
in the whirl of business. He has found 
that the sound of the machinery of his 
factory soothes him, and his mind 
works clearly and best under such con- 
ditions. Such an environment is best 


suited to his mind, and he holds to it. 


with all the intensity of his will and 
nature. He may be persuaded to retire 
on an ample fortune, but as often hap- 
pens, he pines and grows fretful and 
irritable and becomes a trial to his 
friends. He is away from his proper 
environment, and is surrounded by an- 
other, which stresses upon his higher 
brain regions and irritates them. They 
produce a change in his conduct which 
is a departure from his former normal 
activity. 

He is technically insane. Another 
person would go raving crazy if com- 
pelled to spend certain hours each day 
under the noise of the factory. The in- 
tense struggles in the industrial world, 
both here and abroad, where masterful 
minds are compelling the masses to 
keep to the terrific pace they have set 
for them, in their efforts to surround 
themselves with the environment best 
suited to them, is driving hundreds of 
men and women insane every year, and 
it becomes a question well worth seri- 
ous consideration whether humanity is 
really a gainer for this intense activity, 
when the price paid is counted. 

Evidences of mental disturbance 
show themselvesc in various ways, ac- 
cording to the mental idiosyncrasy of 
the individual. One man could not go 
to sleep at night without counting the 
chimney tops visible from his bedroom 
window. He cannot tell you how he 
got into the habit, but, if it could be 
discovered, it would probably be found 
that in the beginning he was troubled 
over something (suffering from the ef- 
fects of a stress,.) and found restful- 
ness in counting the chimneys, a re- 
lief discovered by accident, which the 
law of association of ideas taught him 
to repeat when again disturbed, until 
the chimney-counting habit was 
formed as a precedent to sleep. 

Another and a common evidence of 
brain weakness is the inability to re- 
tain mental equilibrium when scolded 
or severely criticised. The man is said 
to be “rattled,” and rattled he is. Un- 
der this stress he loses a part of his 
capacity for accomplishment. He for- 
gets something, or overlooks an essen- 
tia} in his work and does not realize 
his error until his employer points it 
out to him in terms more forcible than 
complimentary. This acts as an addi- 
tional stress, and incapacitates him 
still further, until his predicament is 
recognized by his friends and outsid- 
ers, who say he is “rattled.” 

Another evidence of mental bias is 
what !s known as “crack stepping.” 
Some people cannot maintain a meas- 
ured step over a flag pavement. The 
cracks between the flags are not al- 
ways the same distance apart, and the 
crack stepper will instinctively shorten 
or lengthen his step to pass over a 
crack in the sidewalk. This in such 
instances has become a fixed habit and 
is the relic of a former stress of some 
kind, sufficiently profound to impress 
the highest brain regions, and to leave 
its imprint upon them, although 80 
highly probable that pavements have 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
initial stress. 

It is not necessary to cite other illus- 
trations to prove the effect of stress 
upon the highest brain regions, which 
are the regions which control conduct, 
Watch your friends, and you will see 
evidence after evidence. There are 
some people so constituted that some 
movement takes place whenever’ they 
talk or think. Some will take off their 
glasses and gesticulate with thém for 
a while, and then put them on again, 
repeating this motion again and again. 


Some cannot attempt conversation 
without first going through certain 
movements, sitting down, arranging the 
dress or hair. and, in short, pre- 
liminating their conversation with a set 
of motions which have become familiar 
to their friends. Instances could be 


the expert in nervous diseases the in- 
stability of the highest centers which 
control conduct. 

There are few ple who are free 
from such a condition, and the reason 
or cause is to be found in the rapid 
pace of living, and the demand made 
upon the brain in the terrible struggie 
for existence which is growing, year 
by year, more and more intense. As 
has been stated, the highest regions, 
which are the ones which control cone 
duct, am in which the seat of the high- 
est intelligence lies, are the most re- 
cently-acquired by the human race, and 
have not been possessed long enough 
to acquire the power to resist stresses 
as those brain regions which lie lower.

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RESENT THE 
INCOM 


Americans Who Stay in England 
Six Months Must Pay One-seven- 
teenth of Their Earnings. 


- 


ONDON, June 25.—Most of the 
30,000 or 35,000 American citizens 
who live in England are unhappy 
just at present, and especially so if 
they have come to this country within 
a year. Big sheets of heavy brown 
paper with “Income Tax printed 
thereon in aggressive type are what 
cause the trouble. The first time an 
American gets a document of that 
sort in his mail box he throws it into 
his waste basket. In due season along 
comes another one, requesting him to 
inform the British government what 
hig salary or the profit on his busi- 
ness is, what interest he gets from 
his bank, what his investments in se- 
curities or real estate bring to him 
and finally to close every loophole of 
escape, particulars of income from 
every source :whatsoever’—to quote 
from the big brown paper which, un- 
fortunately, lies before me. 
“Confounded impudence!"” exclaims 
the free-born American citizen in 
wrath, especially if he is one with au 
American salary. “My income comes 
from the United States. My property 
is there. What right has the British 
government to question me, a for- 
eigner, about the money I get from a 
foreign country?” So he theows the 
second document into his waste bas- 


ket. 
APPEALS IN VAIN. 

Presently along comes a third. It 
is smaller than the others, but it 
means business. The American hasn't 
supplied the British government with 
the information it wants, and so John 
Bull has taken a look at the Ameri- 
can's premises, has asked a few dis- 
creet questions about him and has 
made a shrewd estimate on his an- 
nual income and sent in a bill for one- 
seventeenth of it, for the reason that 
John Bull wants funds to run his gov- 
ernment and to fight the Boers. The 
tax-bill goes on to say that if the 
recipient thinks he is treated unjustly 
he may go before the commissioners 
and tell them why. 

He goes sputtering to the commis- 
sioners—half a dozen men gathered 
solemnly around a table in the vestry 
room of a church. He says he has to 
pay taxes on his property at home, 
and that it is a blank outrage that 
he should have to pay more taxes on 
it over here, too. 7 

The commissioners murmur sympa- 
thetically that it's the law and wan't 
be helped. 

He informs the commissioners that 
if they went over to America they 
could live there for a hundred years 
without being taxed if they h no 
property there, except possibly a stray 
poll tax in some places. 

The commissioners purr something 
about the tariff, and add that if the 
appellant's life is insured he can get a 
rebate on that.

“Too bad?’ exclaim the good, kind 
commissioners, the rebate is only on 
insurance in British companies.” 
The end of it all is that the tax 
}) gatherer calls again on the unhappy 
alien and eventually the tax is paid, 
or the alien is prosecuted. 
EMBASSY CROWDED WITH 
KICKERS. 
The officials at the American Em- 
bassy say that every spring they have 
to listen to innumerable tales of woe 
from Americans on whom the blight 
of the British income tax has falien. 
All that the Embassy can do, however, 
is to point out the law and to give to 
the American a helping hand in case 
the tax gatherer has overreached the 
law. 
Of course, the American who is in 
business here cannot kick much at the 
tax on his income from trade in Eng- 
land: but if he gets his income solely 
from America the British impost on 
that income makes him mad all 
through, particularly if the income 
arises from property already taxed in 
America. His only satisfaction is to 
name to the British commissioners 
only as much of his income as an in- 
vestigation of his account at his Lon- 
don banker’s would reveal. And the 
commissioners are usually sgtisfied 
with that. N 
At a rough estimate the total amount 
of income taxes which Americans in 
England are compelled to pay for John 
Bull's support is $5,000,000 a year. All 
whose incomes are below $800 a year 
escape free, however. The American 
Ambassador likewise is lucky, for he 
is officially exempt from taxation. By 
courtesy, also, although not by law, 
the representatives of foreign powers 
in England are absolved from all per- 
sonal taxes. 
NEW SCHEME OF AMERICAN 
HOUSES. 
Foreign traders in Great Britain are 
to xed only upon such of their profits 
as appear on the books of th ir Bi tis 
offices. and, according to the English 
manager of one of the most important 
of the American manufacturing com- 
panies, one of the chief results of the 
inérease in the income tax will be a big 
change in the policy of American com- 
panies in regard to their representa- 
tion abroad. . 
At present the handling of many 
American products, both in the British 
Isles and on the Continent, is done by 
London houses, otherwiee entire'y 
‘unconnected with the-American manu- 
facturers. and the profits on the bus - 
ness in the various European countri’s 
come through \these British offices, 
therefore becoming liable to the in- 
come tax. a state of things considere’ 
endurable under an impost of 31-5 
cents on a dollar or eight pence in the 
pound, but not under one of nearly 6 
cents (0981-3, to be exact.) which ts 
likely to be increased st!!l mere should 
the war be prolonged. Under the new 
plan. these American companies will 
establish agencies of their own in 
Great Britain and in the continental 
countries and let the profits of the 
European businesses come directly to 
the home offices. 
The same business man mentioned 
that American dealers in England were 
making it more and more their prac- 
tice to avoid large profits, that could 
be levied upon in their British busi- 
nesses, by increasing their English 
capital and actually selling their prod- 
ucts to their British agents at the res- 
ular wholesale price, so that the only 
profit to be confessed to Somerset 
House is that of the actual sale, and 
not the factory profit. 
TAXED FOREIGNER MAY VOTE: 
“After all.“ said another prominent 
American operator in London yester- 
day, it's about as fair a tax as could 
be imposed. There is no discrimination 
whatever made against the foreign 
treder—he is treated just like the na- 
tive manufacturer. The foreigner 
comes here, starts his business and puts 
out his shingle. and after that has the

Parliament. The imposition of one shil- 
ling twopence in the pound is simply 
taxation with representation, for which 
our ancestors fought John Bull, and to 
secure which to the Outlanders Great 
Britain is fighting in South Africa. Of 
course, the tax comes hardest upon the 
man who. owns no property here and 
draws his income entirely from Amen 
ica; but even in that case, if his in- 
come is a salary, he gets it for work 
done here, and his life and liberty are 
protected by the British government. 
“Some newcomers among our manu- 
facturers consider the income tax 
rather an iniquitous one at first, Dut 
although we'd all rather the tax were 
eightpence than one and ‘tuppence,’ 
when you realize the bed of roses oc- 
eupied by the American trader in Eng- 
land with all his stuff coming in duty 
free, compared with that of an Eng- 
lish trader in America under our pro- 
tective tariff, there’s really no ground 
for complaint. That is Great Britain's 
theory. She says to all nations: ‘Here, 
boys, come in and do your trading, 
and I'll take a rake-off.’ Then the tax 
is on your profits and not on your cap- 


ital. which makes it all the more 
equitable.”’ 
In preparing their “return” profits 


for th inspection of Somerset House 
dealers calculate the profit for the cur- 
rent year by taking that of th last 
three and dividing it by three. In this 
way. in case of a growing business, the 
owner, of course. actually pays less in- 
come tax than the government would 
have a ritht to demand if the result 
of the year’s business could be known 
in advance. 
NOT EASY TO DODGE. 

Every newly-established house or 
individual is served with the usual “re- 
turn” form by the assessors and re- 
quested to draw up its statement of 
profits as soon as may be. If the profit 
stated in one yearly return is below 
i given for the preceding one the 
prompt result is the receipt of an im- 
pressive blue document asking the why 
and wherefore of the decrease in prof- 
its Moreover, if, for any reason, the 
authorities imagine that the correct 
amount has not been stated they have 
the power to deman“ % go over the 
books of the suspected firm and satisfy 
themselves that all is right. 

One of the American representatives 
seen admitted that such a visit was 
paid to his office during his company's 
early days in England, and said that 
at that time he had ordered his book- 
keeper to show everything to the rep- 
resentative of the government, who, on 
finishing his task, remarked, ‘‘Well, it 


| seems to me that you've got things 


fixed so that you keep your British 
Hrofits down as much as possible. 
However, that’s not our business. I 
am satisfled.“ The same informant 
made the remark that when appeals on 
the subject of the income tax had come 
before English courts those tribunais 
had shown themselves anxious, if any- 
thing, to favor the foreigners rather 
than the British government. 

The penalty for understating profits 
in making a “return” is seld im- 
posed. Nominally it is a triple assess- 
ment, but naturally the result of such 
a falsification, if discovered, is to make 
Somerset House doubly watchful of the 
offender in future. Notwithstanding 
ihis, it is an open secret that number- 
less companies make a practice of re- 
turning a statement of profits of per- 
haps a quarter or an eighth of the real 
amount. Such a course, however, even 
if successful, often proves an ultimate 
rtumbling block. Often and often the 
proprietors of such businesses have 
been approgched with tempting offers 
for the conversion of their businesses 
snto Hmited liability companies, only 
to be obliged to postpone doing so one, 
two or three years, or until, by an- 
nually boosting“ their return of prof- 
its, they could make them agree with 
the figures that would have to be made 
public. 

A well-known company some time 
ago issued a mammoth and most at- 
tractive prospectus, in which its profits 
were set down at a generous figure. 
The publication of the document re- 
sulted in an almost immediate visit 
from a representative of the govern- 
ment, whose message, put concisely, 
was: “Change the figures of your last 
‘return’ or call in your prospectus.” 
The little transaction cost the company 
a tidy sum. 
AMERICAN INSURANCE 
PANIES. 

Foreign insurance companies operat- 
ing in England are exempt from the in- 
come tax on their British business if it 
can be proven that it is conducted on 
the mutual“ principle. Of the three 
rreat American companies the Mutual 
pays no income tax, the New York 
Life was declared excmpt by the House 
ef Lords, sitting as a court of appeal;

In addition to its return of 
profits, every commercial office § is 
obliged to furnish to the government a 
ist of the names and addresses of all 
its employés drawing salaries of £160 
($800) and over, and on receipt of such 
ists each man Hable is provided with 
the usual form of “return” to be filled 
up. As in the case of his principals, if 
the assessors suspect that he hes un- 
derstated his income, a reference to his 
firm soon elicits the correct amount, 
und he is notified promptly that his lit- 
tle artifice has failed to work.

[WANTS TO SURRENDER. 


Noted Italian Brigand Offers to Capit- 
ulate—Has an Ambition to Acquire a 


Better Education. 

{BY DIRECT WIKE TO THE TIMES.1 
ROME, July 6.—- [Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The case of Mussolino, the 
notorious Italian brigand, who for 
months has defied Italy’s military and 
police power, has now entered the ne- 
gotlatlon stage. Signor Mariglia. 
Mayor of Rrico di Calabria, is now in 
Rome as envoy extraordinary, with full 
powers to negotiate fo: the ruffian’? 
capitulation on honorable terms. 

Mussolino’s great and abiding griev- 
ance is that he was unjustly con- 
demned for murdering the first man for 
whose death he was responsible. It 
was not a case of murder, he con- 
tends, but of lawful self-defense. If 
the government will grant him a fresh 
triel he will surrender. He is not in 
any degree worried about the story of 
the murders he has since committed, 
because the victims of his knife or gun 
were base wretches who perjured them- 
selves in order to secure the conviction 
of an innocent man, or were persons 
engaged in the hunt for him, and there- 
fore fair game. The worst that can be 
dore to Mussolino for his manifold sins 
is to send him to prisor for life. This 
he will not mind at all, provided he is 
enabled first. to vindicate his aspersed 
character in connection with his orig- 
inal indiscretion. 

Sig. Mariglia takes himself, his mis- 
sidén and his client very seriously. Mus- 
solino, he says, can never be captured 
either by guile or force. Counting the 
losses sustained by peasants throuch 
their fear of brigands, which prevents 
them from working on their lands, the 
two years’ campaign against Mussolino 
has cost, acording to the Mayor's est!- 
mate, 5,000,000 lire. 

A correspondent asked Sig. Marig- 
lia to describe the famous brigand, and 
here is the resultant word portrait: 

Mussolino is not an ordinary man 
by any means. He has intelligence and 
is absolutely superior. If he had had 
the advantage of proper education, he 
would have developed into a genius 
and a man of action, who would have 
astonished Italy. One has only to talk 
with him to realize his great qualities 
and personal magnetism. He is quite 


Hive to the disadvantages of the lack 


of education, and intends to overcome 
them. As soon as he is sent to prison 
he intends to obtain permission to pur- 
sue a course of studies, which he has 
mapped for himself. 

He has resolved, also, to be of ex- 
emplary behavior, so that he may ob- 
tain, if possible, commutation of his 
sentence. Physically, Mussolino is a 
handsome young fellow. He is rather 
more than six feet tall, of dark com- 
plexion, and has black eyes. He wears 
a small mustache. He taught himself 
to read and write, and hs composed 
songs which the population of Astro- 
monte are always singing.”

AWAIDI’S TRIAL | 
OF SELF-GOVERNMENT. 


HONOLULU MAN DISCUSSES CAUSE 
OF THE RECENT TROUBLE. 
4 
He Says It Originated With Unedu- 
cated Natives—Government Will At- 
tain Stability in Time—Boom of the 
Islands Under American Control. 


[Boston Globe:] Henry Watterson, 
head of the banking house of Henry 
Watterson & Co., of Honolulu, is in 
Boston for a few days at the Parker 
House, and yesterday gave an hour of 
his time to a Globe reporter in a dis- 
cussion of the political and business 
status in the Hawaiian Islands, as af- 
fected by annexation. 

Mr. Waterhouse went out to the is!- 
ands as a boy in 1851, and has been for 
half acentury a resident there, and in 
full touch with all the varying phases 
of life which the past fifty years has 
seen. 

He has seen the growth of the city of 
Honolulu from a tiny hamlet to a beau- 
tiful city of 50,000 inhabitants, and has 
seen civilization take the place of bar- 
barism. He is, therefore, conversant 
with the political situation in the isl- 
ands, and concerning it he was ques- 
tioned. 

“IT left Honolulu in the middle of 
April,” said Mr. Waterhouse, and 
hence have not been in personal contact 
with the latest phase of the situation; 
but as I am perfectly familiar with the 
I will try to make myself 
plain. 

NATIVE LAWMAKERS. 

“It is an attempt of the natives at 
self-government, with what degree of 
success the results will show. Under 
the former régime a small property 
qualification was placed upon the suf- 
frage for members of the higher house 
of the Legislature. Under the Hawaiian 
government act, adopted by Congress, 
and which went into operation in June 
of last year, there is no restriction 
placed upon the suffrage, save an edu- | 
cational restriction only. A voter is 
required to be able to read and write 
English or Hawaiian. 

The consequence has been that the 
mass of uneducated natives, many of 
whom cannot even read or speak Eng- 
lish, have controlled the elections, and 
have obtained a daminant voice in the 
Legislature. The session of the Legis- 
lature is limited to sixty days, unless 
extended by the Governor. 

The time of the session just closed 
was taken up in frivolity» Scarcely a 
bill was passed that was for the best 
interests of Hawaii. They attempted 
to abolish vaccination,.to do away with 
the United States quarantine regula- 
tions, to discontinue the segregation of 
lepers at Molokai, and other extraor- 
dinary things. It was even petitioned 
the Legislature for the enactment of a 
law to regulate the ebb and flow of the 
tides. 

When the time came for the proroga- 
ticn of the Legislature, according to 
law, they asked Gov. Dole to extend 
the time. This he refused to do upon 
the ground that the money of the Ter- 
ritory had been poorly expended in the 
expenses of a Legislature which had 
accomplished nothing. The appropria- 
tion bills for carrying on the public 
business had not even been passed, and 
the Governor called an extra session 
for the purpose of making appropria- 
tions only. 

Then burst out a storm of denun:ta- 
tion of Gov. Dole, and a committee 
was sent to Washington to ask his re- 
moval. But the people of Hawali are 
not troubled about the result of such 
a mission. Mr. Dole is charged with 
obstructing legislation, but his ob- 
structing legislation has consisted of 
vetoing such bills as I have named.” 

WHITES WILL SOON CONTROL. 

“What will be the political outcome?” 
“I feel sure that these matters wil 
all settle themselves. It is not the 
educated class of natives who have 
made this trouble. It is not the peo- 
ple of Honolulu. The people of the 
city are well satisfied with the conduct

of Gov. Dole. * 
“It is the men from Kanal, 
and Hawaii (other islands of a 
group) who have created the distur 
ances. They have had a good tim 
playing at law-making at Honoluly 
and they have doubtiess discoy 
that they have not the legislative fgg. 
ulty, and I am of the opinion that they 
will not try it again. 

“If they do not relinquish the . 
tempt of their own accord, the 
influx of new white population i 
soon render them harmless.” 

“Hawali is increasing in populatieg 
rapidly?” 

“Very rapidly. Before annexation the 
city of Honolulu numbered about 3%. 
000: today we have a population 
fully 50,000. Houses are going up fp 
every direction. They are creeping 
through the valleys and up the mom 
tain sides. New capital is coming ig 
constantly. and we are oming 4 
very prosperous community. 

“In a year of two many of the new 
settlements will be eligible to the sug. 
frage, and then the votes of the coug. 
try natives. even if these 
should continue in the opposition, cag. 
not fail to be overwhelmed. All that we 
desire is that the best interests of 
Hawaii. morally and financially, Shan 
be promoted. 

“This is what we were working for 
in urging annexation: this is what we 
are working for now. We knew that 
a stable government could be assureg@ 
only under the government of the 
United States or of Great Britain. We 
preferred United States control, but 
if it had been definitely 


ony of Great tain.” 
ABOUT STATEHOOD. 

“It was reported at one time in the 
administration of President Cleveland.“ 
suggested the reporter, “that Mr. Da- 
mon, Minister of Finance, who wag 
then in England, had gone there for 
the purpose of secretly negotiating 6 
treaty of annexation with England.” 

“I remember that it was so reported 
in the newspapers,” said Mr. Water- 
house, but 1 think that it was not true 
at the time, It was true, however, that 
we were fully determined that in case 
of failure of annexation, after a new 
régime should come in at Washington, 
we should turn to England.” 

„ow about your markets, especially 
for your sugar?” 

“We had that all fully planned. We 
should, of course, have lost our free 
market in the United States, but we 
should have had a free market in Eng- 
land. We had planned to ship our su- 
gars to Vancouver and thence by the 
Canadian Pacific to the Atlantic sea@- 
— and thence to Europe. Then we 

uld have had a large market in 
Australia and in Hongkong. 

“Altogether, we should not have suf- 
fered financially; but I am very glad 
that the result of the struggle was as 
it was. We are now assured a stable 
government and have not the constant 
apprehensſ on which financial circles felt 
under the monarchy.” 

“How about Statehood?” 

“We are far better contented with 
things as they are. It is much safer 
to have the chief control of affairs at 
Washington and to have the Governor 
and chief officials appointed by the 
President of the United States than to 
run the risk of the election of unsuit- 
able men. Witness our experience in 
the election of a delegate in Congress. 

We have no fear that any President 
of the United States, whoever he may 
be, will appoint an unsuitable man to 
be Governor of Hawaii. I have no 


doubt but that the present unsettled 


state of political affairs will very soon 
settle itself, and with little more frice 
tion.” 
NEW CAPITAL COMING IN. 

“You spoke of new capital coming in. 
Are some new industries established?” 

“There is a general enlivening in all 
classes of business. An electric rail- 
way is in process of ¢6hstruction, rune. 
ning from Honolulu several miles into 
the suburbs It is almost ready to be- 
Ein operations. Lands are being taken 
up rapidly for new agricultural and 
commercial enterprises. Much is doing 
in the canning and preserving of fruits 
now that the market for such articles 
is open.“ 

“A great many are engaging in the 
raising of honey. A profusion of flow- 
ers is constantly in bloom throughout 
the islands, and the business does not 
require large capital or much land. 
The bees, of cOurse, range at large, and 


excellent in quality About all the 
“ugar lands are taken up, so that we 
do not expect much more expansion in 
that line; but in minor industries there 
is great activity, and excellent oppor- 
tunity. 

“On the Island of Hawaii, the largest 
sland of the group, a steam railroad is 
Luilding, running from Hilo up through 
the Olaa coffee and sugar region, thus 
bringing it in close communication 
with the coast. The railroad line will 
run within ten miles of the volcano, 
and probably a branch will run there, 
and so open this great natural cu- 
riosity to greater accessibility to trav- 
elers and sight-seers. 

This is only a hint of the new indus- 
tries and the activities which are open- 
ing up in the islands. Every steamer 
crings new settlers, and for the most 
part they are a very desirable class. 
Of course, as might be expected, some 
come who have schemes by which they 
profess to expect to realize fabulous 
sums, and the leading banking houses 
are frequently importuned to lend their 
names to such schemes. 

The bankers of Honolulu scan every 
new scheme with great care, and will 
not lend their names to illegitimate 
operations, however brilliant and se- 
ductive may be the prospectus. We do 
not intend that Hawaii shall be em- 
ployed for the emanation of gold-brick 
schemes if we can help it. Such people 
may apply elsewhere.”

THE RIDE TO MOUNT CARMEL. 


BE BROKE camp at sunrise on a summer morn- 

W ing in March and rode away from the sweetest 

spot on all the living map of the world, halting 
at the summit of the hills to look back at blue Galilee, 
gn amethyst in the morning sunlight, set in the cluster- 
ing emeralds of the softly rounded hills. Such a beau- 
iiful, tiny lake—and they called it “the Sea of Galilee.” 
A sea, indeed. We circumnavigated it in one day. Yet 
fits murmuring waves have beat against the shores of 
every land beneath the skies and sung their songs of 
peace to souls that know of no other sea but this. 

We ride through the fertile fields and over the bills 
Gecked with the fiocks of sheep and gcats, and come again 
tthe fountain at Cana for our noontime rest, and in 
ge quiet of the sunset hour we ride once more into 
Hesareth and camp for a night. Next day we ride 
against a driving storm of wind and rain; in the early 
afternoon we cross “the brook Kishon,“ which once ran 
ped to the sea with the blood of Jezebel's priests of Baal, 
for “Elijah brought them down to the brook Kishon and 
gew them there’’—nearly a thousand of them: as we 
dimbed the steep slopes of Carmel—‘the heaveh was 
black with clouds and wind, and there was a great rain,”

From Mount Carmel we took ship to Beirut, and there 
abode a few days. A beautiful picture this city presents 
from the sea, and the buildings most prominent and at- 
tractive are those of the “Syrian Protestant College, 
sometimes called the American University, and for th‘s 
commanding site, the finest in the city, the college is 
indebted to the foresight and good judgment of Presi- 
dent Bliss. There are a dozen buildings, and last year 
500 students were enrolled; since the founding of the 
coliege in 1866 it has had an enrollment of 2207 students 
in all departments. All instruction is given in Englis». 

Before the massacre of the Christ ans throughout this 
country in 1860 Beirut had a population of about 20,000. 
It now numbers over 100,000, of whom only 30,000 are 
Mohammedans, and that element is being gradually dis- 
placed by Christians. The American mission has a most 
excellent printing house, “up-to-date” in equipment cnd 
methods, under the management of Edward 6. Freyer. 
Besides this there are a dozen other printing establish- 
ments in the city. There are also twelve Arabic news- 
papers printed here. Beirut is intensely commercial; 
naturally so, as it is an ancient Phoenician city, but the 
older it grows the more modern it becomes. From Beit ut 
we go by rail, and faßt train—fast for Syria- to 


Damascus.

I don't know how long 
it waited. It was an old city and an important one 
when Abraham came up out of his own country and 
dweit in Canaan, for it was sufficient to identify his 
steward then as “Eliezer of Damascus,” and that was 
4000 years ago. Other cities there were at that day, tut 
they are dust heans now, and men cannot exactly locate 
the dust heap. But Damascus is a city of more than 
100,000 people, and it bas always been a city. In one 
of his rough wars “David smote Hadadezer, King of 
Zobah, as he went to recover his border at the River 
Euphrates, and took from him a thousand chariots,” and 
when the Syrians of Damacus came to succor Hadadez r 
“David slew of the Syrians two and twenty thousand 
men, and put garrisons in Syria cf Damascus.”

Damascus reached the climax of its splendo’ ard glory, 
however, under the great Arab princes, the Omayyaces, 
in A. D. 635; then it saw a procession of wars and 
changing masters; Egyptians, Syrians, warring sects of 
Christians, Mohammedans, half-breeds, mongrels and 
unnamed hybrids. The crusaders made several at'empts 
to capture it; the Mongols occupied it, and they greatly 
favored the Christians during their time of power. It 
was the headquarters of Saladin, whose tomb is here. 
In 1300 the Tartars plundered the city and burned a 
large portion of it; in 1599 Timur marched against it, 
and after a desperate defense “the cit zens purcha‘e! im- 
munity from plunder by the payment of a million pieces 
of gold,” which one wou!d think came pretty clese to be- 
ing plundered. 8 

On this occasion Timur carried away with bim all the 
famous armorers of Damascus, and took them to Khor- 
asan and Samarkand, where they introduced the art of 
manufacturing Damascus blades, which has rerished 
from Damascus. In 1516 the city passed into the hands 
of the Turks, and it has been the capital of a Turkish 
province ever since. In 1860 a preconcerted magsacre of 
the Christians began in Damascus, the signal for the

BEASTS WITH BREAST POCKETS. 
ALL ABOUT THE QUEER ANIMALS AND BIRDS 
OF AUSTRALASIA. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


, USTRALIA is a country where every other animal 
carries its baby in its breast pocket. It is the 
land of the marsupial. It has one hundred and ten 


different varieties of animals which have pouches fas- 
tened to their bellies in which they carry their young. 
Some of these animals are taller than a man and some 
are no bigger than your thumb. Some climb trees, some 
gallop over the plains and some spend more than half 
their time in the water. I have seen some of these ani- 
mals during my travels and photographed others in the 
zoological gardens. Every city here has its zoölogical 
garden, and every town has its museum, so that there

Wnat interests me most is the kangaroo. I had an 


idea that all kangaroos were alike before | came to 


Australia. I know now that there are forty-nine varile- 


ties, ranging in size from the great gray kangaroo, the 
male of which measures over seven feet from nose to 
tail tip, down to the kangaroo rabbit and kangaroo rat. 
In Sydney and Melbourne they have nearly every variety. 
I saw some there that were taller than a man, jumping 
around in fields inclosed by wire fences. They have 
enormous hind legs, which send them flying along as 
though they were moved by steel springs. They can 
leap thirty feet at a jump and can gallop over the 
country faster on two legs than a horse can on four. 
The largest of the kangaroos are the red and gray 
varieties, which are found all over Australia, being 
hunted and killed by the thousands. Horses and do7zs 
are bred for the sport. The dogs are a cross between 
the greyhound and the deerhound, very fleet of fcot and 
very fierce. The big kangaroo is dangerous when 
brought to bay. It will attack a dog or a man. It 
backs itself up against a tree and waits for its enemy. 
As the dog comes up it grasps it with its forepaws and 
hugs it tightly, while it disembowels it with the single 
long-nafled claw which it has on each of its hind fect. 
These claws are as hard as ivory; they are three or 
‘four inches in length, ana moved by the force of the 
steel-like legs, they cut like a knife. : 
Sometimes the kangaroos jump into the water when 
they are hunted, and if the dogs follow them they seize 
them with their hands, pull their heads under and hold 
them there until they are drowned. The kangaroos cap

The kangaroos go about in pairs. You usually sce a 
male and female together, and often spy a little head 
of a baby kangaroo sticking out of the mother s pouch. 
The animals are very small when born and they live 
for eight or nine months in the pouch. It is said that 
the baby kangaroo is not more than an inch long when 
it first sees the light of day. It has no hair and it is 
almost as transparent as an earthworm. Its mother 
puts it into the pouch, and there it lies and sucks until 
it grows big enough to come forth and eat gras:. Even 
then it crawls back into the pouch whenever it is tired 
or at the least sign of danger, poking its head out now 
and then to see if the coast is clear. It leaves the 
pcuch only when it weighs eight or ten pounds.

The tree kangaroo is a baby beside the 
big gray and red kangaroos. It has a head like a squir- 
rel’s, and a body which is better proportioned than that 
of the kangaroos of the piains. It has arms and lege 
about eight or ten inches long, a tail about two feet 
four inches long and a trunk two feet long. It spends 
the most of the time in the trees, sleeping there in the 
daytime and coming down only at night. Its food is 
tree leaves and it seldom comes out of the tree except 
for water. This animal is esteemed a great delicacy by 
the blacks. They spend much time hunting it, and have 
so trained the dingoes or native dogs that they will 
track it and tree it.

They are very wary birds and seldom come out of the 
jongies.

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A FAMOUS WOMAN TELLS HOW iT? 
SHOULD BE DONE.

HE education of a husband for the twentieth cen- 
tury should have been commenced in the cightcenth; 
indeed, there should have been some preliminary 
training for several centuries preceding that. With 
ninety-nine boys out of a hundred it is the pride of 
their lives to imitate their fathers; the hundredth boy 
may have discrimination enough to look about for a 
better model. In the average family the boy gauges 
his treatment of his sisters by the manner in which the 
father treats the mother; and this attitude towara his 
sisters he is very apt to duplicate in that which he 
adopts toward his wife. The women themselves in all 
of these cases may effect some modifications, but they 
represent the general practice of men. And then comes 
the cross-inheritance from mothers, which influences in 
a vast degree the characteristics of sons, but even this 
carries with it the traits of the men in her family line. 
Every boy, therefore, is a composite of a multitude of 
paternal and maternal ancestors, and a condensation of 
all their good and bad qualities forms the husband of 
the twentieth century. ws 

The memory of a man goeth not back to a time when 
girls were not trained for wives and mothers. Their 
first plaything is a doll and their second a set of dishes. 
They are coddling these dolls when the little boys are 
making life miserable for the dogs and cats of the reigh- 
borhood; or they are peacefully playing at keeping 
house when the boys are banging away with a bat cr a 
“shinny” in blissful ignorance of future domestic dut es. 
From childhood the girl is put through a course of train- 
ing with direct reference to future wifehood. The train- 
ing of the boy is exactly the same as if there were no 
such relation as husbandhood. The girl is constantly 
admonished as to her duties when she has a hom of 
her own. No such contingency is suggested to the boy. 
With the keen observation of youth the girl soon notices 
the dependent position of the mother, while the boy 
just as soon realizes the immense advantages of be- 
longing to the sex of his father. The result of this 
unavoidably must be a sense of inferiority on the put 
of the girls, and of the superiority on the part of the 
boys. 

In olden times this distinction was accepted as the 
decree of an inscrutable Providence, and, as the year 
went on, the girl became the submissive woman and 
the boy the assertive man. This was inevitable so long 
as the woman was denied education, travel, business 
experience, knowledge of the world—all that tends to 
develop and strengthen men and fit them for the ex- 
ercise of authority. But when the first rift was made 
in the rigid conservatism which had dwarfed her pow- 
ers, then began the protest and antagonism against that 
Submission which for ages had been exacted. It will 
require several generations more to obliterate this an- 
tagonism, which exists to a greatcr or less degrce in the 
business world, the professions, the schools, and even 
the home itself. So long as women are continually 
challenged to prove their fitness, and can do this only 
by showing themselves superior instead of equal, and 
so long as opportunities are grudgingly allowed by men 
and the way impeded, just that long will this antazo- 
nistic spirit survive. If men would te just to wem n, the 
proverbial generosity and devot'on of the latter would 
yield more than half the ground, but this is impcssible 
where they are kept constantly on the defensive and 
fighting for life. . 

This is especially true of the home. The average wife 
is willing to concede to the husband the position as 
head of the family; it is her pleasure to con- 
sult him, to defer to him, to give him the most 
and the best of her life, but she demands that 
all this shall be a free-will offering, and that 
he shall be worthy of it. She desires that this deferen e 
and devotion shall be reciprocal; that her place in the 
household shall take equal rank with his; that he shall 
repay faithfulness with fidelity, and affection with love. 
There are husbands who are deserving of all the trust 
and honor reposed in them, and, with the codéperation 


are others who are utterly unworthy, and yet they ex- 
pect the same devoted service and the allegiance sim- 
ply because they bear the relation of husband, and it 
is against such that women rebel. How then shall men 
be educated so that they may bring happiness and not 
misery to themselves, their wives and their children? 


It is said that boys receive the strongest impulscs of 
their life at the mother’s knee, but we see continual 
proof that these may be entirely counteracted by the 
father’s example. Therefore, the most valuable part of 
a boy's training for a husband lies in a daily object 
lesson from his mother’s husband. Two anecdotes may 
illustrate the effect of the father’s influence: A little 
girl said to her mother, “I suppose I’ve got to be a criss 
old maid like Aunt Jane, or marry a man like papa. 
This is a hard world for us women! Another said, “J 
shall never marry.” “Why not?” her mother asked, I 
married.” “Yes, I know; but you got papa, and there 
isn’t another as nice a man in the world.” Two views 
of matrimony founded on the personal observations of 
children! In the first case a little boy would have 
drawn the conclusion that it was the proper thing for 
husbands to be disagreeable, and he would have put 
his theories into practice some day. In the second, he 
would have reasoned, with his childish philosophy, that 
it was part of a husband's duty to be kind, patient and 
loving, and he would have endeavored to carry out these 
ideas in his own family when he should have ome. 

It is not sufficient, however, for the father simply to 
set an example. Some precepts should bé taught at the

many matters, even at early age, a boy has more res cet 
for the opinions of the father than of the mother. 
When the latter teaches that be should be kind to all 
dumb animals; that he should not rob b'rds’ ne ts, or tie 
tin cans to a dog’s tail, or chare cows, his perverse moral 
instincts are apt to attribute these teachings to a ort 
of weakness on the part of women; and when the mother 
8 that his sisters must be treated with particular 
nce, the little embryo savage is prone to conclude 
that che loves them better than she does him. It is 
highly important that both father and mother should 
inculcate in sons the lessons of gentleness, courtesy, 
fair dealing, generosity and helpfulness, for all these 
qualities are especially valuabie in a husband. f 

As the boy grows older he should learn from both 
parents, but particularly from the father, the harmful 
effects of tobacco and intoxicating liquor, and here 
again the example of the father far outweighs the pre- 
cepts of both. And upon the father also rests the mcst 
solemn obligations to impress upon the scn the irestima- 
ble value of personal purity. It is the lack of this which 
wrecks more homes than all other evils combined,’ and 
there is no one in the world who can influence thé ‘boy 
so strongly upon this point as his father. While’ he 
may tespect his mother’s ideas, he will feel in his heart 
that she does not understand a man's nature or a man's 
temptations, but he will regard the father’s admonitions 
as the result of knowledge and exrerience. The respon- 
sibility of the father in training the boy to make a gcod 
man (and a good man makes a good husband) is far 
greater than that of the mother. 

If the boy attends Sunday-school, care should be taken 
that he forms his ideas of the relation of men to women 
from the teachings of Jesus rather than from those of 
St. Paul. If the latter are studied it should be in the 
light of historical knowledge and intelligent criticism. 
No boy or young man should besallowed to believe that 
the rules laid down by St. Paul, nearly 2000 years ago, 
for the ignorant women of a heathen nation, are to be 
applied to the intelligent, cuitured, celf-controlled women 
of the present day. 

The boy should be taught from childhcod that he has 
no claim for superiority over girls; that if he have 
more physical strength, that is an additional reason 
why he should protect them; ard if they have other 
disabilities, that is so much the stronger argument for 
making their way easy. He should honor his own sis- 
ters through his honorable treatment of every other 
boy's sisters, and this rule should be carried into man- 
hood. His conduct toward all women should be of the 
most exemplary character, and this in a large measme 
because of its reflex action on himself. : 

The husband of the future should receive his educa- 
tion in schools and colleges which admit both sexes 
upon exactly the same terms. It is only in this way 
that he can get a just sense of the proportion of his 
own mental ability. Whether by inheritance or from 
hearing the statement so often made, the average boy 
starts out with the belief that a man has more breins 
than a woman, and, naturally, that a boy has more than 
a girl. If this mistaken idea is not corrected while be 
is young he is very apt to make life unpleasant for the 
women with whom he comes in contact with. There 
is no corrective so efficient as a coeducation. it is only | 
when the two are engaged in exactly the same work 
that the boy or the man will admit that the test is a 
fair one. In married life no husband believes that the 
management of the household—the children, the : ervant: 
and all the complex details—requires as much brain 
power as does his business down street, so ff this ques- 
tion of intellectual equality is to be definitely settled 
it must be in the class room. No man can take a four 
years’ course in a college where the two sexes recite 
together without having his theory of the superiorty of 
a man’s brain over a woman effectually and forever ex- 
ploded. The result of this cannot fail to contribute o 
the harmony of marriage, which in modern life must 
consist of an equal partnership. So I would name c>:- 
education as an important factor in the training of the 
twentieth century husband. 

Boys should be brought up with the expectation of 
marrying. Fathers and mothers should speak and act 
always as if it were a matter of course that the sons 
were to marry, just as is assumed in the case of the 
daughters. They should be taught to accumulate and 
save money, because some day they will have a family 
to support. They should be urged to live correctly, 1 
order that they may be worthy of a good wife, and may 
give an honored name to their children. They should 
be influenced to seek the society of the best women, be- 
cause from these associates they are likely to sclect a 
companion for life. I recall two incidents in this con- 
nection among my own friends. One woman collec ed 
all her jewels and, calling her young son, she spread 
them out for him to admire. When he had taken them 
up one after another, and expressed his admiraticn, she 
said: “When I die I shall leave all these to your wife, 
because I am sure she will be the only woman I ever 
could be happy to have wear them.” Always after that 
when she would put them on she would say: “You wi 
think of me, won't you, dear, when you see your wife 
wearing my jeweis? He told me that eve: afte-waid, in 
his acquaintance with young women, he would consider 
whether they were worthy to wear his mother’s jeweis. 

The other woman had several sons, and from their 
boyhood she talked to them against marriage. Her own 
marriage was not an unbappy one, but she had an in- 
tense jealousy of the women who should come between 
her and her sons. “I hate all my daughters-in-law in 
advance.“ she oiten said. She would not bring de ira 
ble girls into her own home. and the sens soon loa ned 
to conceal from her their calls at other homes. This 
led to the forming of undesirable acquaintances. They 
did not regard any woman as a possible wife, and it is 
not necessary to follow their careers to the inevitable 
results. 

The education of the twentieth century husband is a 
comprehensive subject. It reaches back for generations: 
it embraces grandparents, parents and all the home sur- 
roundings. It is impossible to touch upon more than 
the barest outlines of such a question, But this we do 
know—that the husband of this and the centuries to 
come will have to be superior in many ways to the hue- 
bands who have proceeded him. The demands of the 
twentieth century woman are far beyond those made 
by any other women in all the arses, and if the man is 
not equal to them she is in a position where she can 
decline to accept him. And after all is said that can 
be said on the education of a husband, if the woman of 
the future will set an ideal standard the man dt the 
future will educate himself to rcach it. *

CONCLUSION OF A TRAGIC EPISODE 
AMONG CHINESE.

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ONG CHEE was dead. Through the smoke 


WV burning incense gray. shadows fell over 
his bandaged face, softly his filmy eyes 


closed, and amid loud lamentations and passion- 
ate expression of grief his spirit passed with the 
great king down into the shadows of Tartarus. 
-Hastily were the doors and windows thrown open, wild 
and shrill rose the notes of the “keen,” calling in vain 
for the return of the spirit to the deserted tenement; 
but Wong Chee was dead and the long-standing feud be- 
tween the two factions of highbinders burned with 
fiercer and more relentless fury as the news passed 
through Chinatown that the great chief was no more. 

Wong Chee had been foully murdered, assassinated 
by one of his own countrymen. The tragedy was but 
one in the series which marked the ancient feud be- 
tween the two factions of Chinese highbinders, the Hop 
Sing Tong and the Bing Ong Tong. 

Hated and feared by the Hop Sings, Wong Chee had 
long known he was a man marked for death, and that 
it was but a question of time and opportunity when 
he should pay with his life the penalty for his leader- 
ship of the hatchetmen. Scarcely 37 years of age, the 
chief’s life had been full of bitter experiences. Be- 
longing to the great Wong family, which is said to 
comprise two-thirds of all the Chinese on the Pacific 
Coast, he was very powerful as the local head of the 
Bing Ong Tong. 

In the Angel City, where Wong Chee resided, he was 
aman of known integrity, and among his friends were 
business men and city officials, whose ties had stood 
the test of time, and many trying circumstances. This 
had perhaps only intensified the hatred of his enemies, 
who had subjected him to constant persecution and for 
years harassed him with litigation. Twice arrested for 
murder, once imprisoned for four years before evidence 
of his innocence came to light, Wong Chee found his 
fortunes impaired and his life a series of tragic experi- 
ences.

The Real Fan Tan. 


But the chance game that overshadows all others at 
Macao—as rouge et noir does at Monte Carlo or faro 
does in Arizona—is fan tan. There are scores of wealthy 
corporations operating elaborate fan-tan layouts in 
Macao, and their places are open night and day, all thie 
year round—open for the reception of an endless line of 
guests, whose jingling pockets tell of money toiled for 
in the hills, reaped on the plains, fished out of the 
water, or wrestled for in trade iti many a distant vil- 
lage. And the head of the family brings it here to 
gamble with, not against his wife's protest, but with 
her prayerful consent and perhaps at her suggestion. 
He gambies with sweating palms, while she bows her 
head at home upon the graves of her ancestors and 
burns a small forest of punk sticks before the joss 
whore specialty it is to make the merciless little buttons 
count against the house. 3 

The colonel, Hing Kee and I made up a fan-tan party. 
and devoted most of a Sunday night to an inspection of 
the game, its backers, its patrons and its habitation. 
We were carried in chairs through the narrow, sign- 
disfigured streets to a well-lighted building, the front 
of which bere elaborate decorations and carvings, and 
the age of-which was very great. A blue-robed China- 
man met us at the door and escorted us up a flight of 
stairs, through a sort of lobby, and into a big, open 
apartment that seemed at the first glance to be the gal- 
lery of a miniature theater.

The ivory stick worked deftly, the cashier rubbed — 
his fat chin, the “lookout” fanned lazily, the necks of 
the coolies stretched to their farthest, the eyes of the 
watching circle above began to show a languid interest, 
and then came a burst of many subdued voices, the 
dealer leaned back in his chair, and three shining bits 
of metal were left on the table.

Some Desperate Gaming. 


Fan tan here is played in all its original simplicity. 
and we understood the game as soon as the cashier 
had settled the old bets and new ones began to be 
placed. In the center of the table a square of solid 
steel with a polished surface had been inlaid, and the 
money to bo staked was either put opposite one of the 
four sides or at one of the corners. The farthest side 
from the dealer was “one,” the next “two,” the next 


“three,” and the last four.“ The corners were “one 
and two,” “two and three,” or other combinations of 
two numbers. The bets being ali down, the cashier 
took up handfuls of the cash, dumped them on the 
table, and covered them with a brass dish. It is a 
player's privilege to add or take away a handful if he 
sees fit, but there are so many of the bright little coins 
that any sort of calculation of the result is impossible, 
and the honesty of the game in this respect is not ques- 
tioned, 

The guests of honor bet last, their wagers being low- 
ered by the obsequious attendants in tiny baskets. We 
sent down an American $5 gold piece to bet on the } 
“one-four’ combination, and when the dealer attacked J 
the pile of “cash” we felt the real thrill of the game 1 
for the first time. Inasmuch as he takes four coins at 
each dip of the ivory stick there is sure to be that num- 
ber or a fraction of it left cn ihe table, and on this sim- d 
ple rule depends the speculation. Again the air be- J 
came surcharged with excitement, again the coolies | 
strained about the table, and again the cashier rubbed 
his chin. Then the dealer leaned back, and there wag 
but one coin in view.

We had, sure enough, and presently a little basket 
came our way, and the colonel fished out our original 
investment and $9 in Mexican currency. 

“Should be $10,” said he, holding it up. That's what 
we bet. 

“Nope,” said Hing Kee. “Him fi’ dollahs gol’ all light 
ten dollahs this money, but you only catchee 90 cent 
fo’ each dollah. Him house catchee 10 cent each dollah 
bet, no matter what kind money.” 

This we found to be so—and quit gambling. Fan 
tan in Macao pays 90 cents on a dollar bet against twe 
numbers coming out, and $2.70 against three. 


What Portugal Gets Out of It. 
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On our way to the next place the colonel told Hing 
Kee that the rake-off was enough to break up the 
game in any other part of the world. 

“Yes,” said the hotel man, easily, “I guess ro. 
what mus Chinaman do? No can gamble fo’ mo’ 
money this place. No, sir. Him house we jus’ lef’ 
pay gov’ment thiee thlousan' dollah one week.” 

“Three thousand dollars a week!” 

“Yep—fo’ license. Some house not so much; some 
house mo’ yet.” 

That night we visited a dozen places of exactly the 
same sort, and each one was just as busy. In only two 
were there any other whites, and these were officers 
from a Russian battleship with a terrible name which 
lay in the harbor. One of these officers had won $3500 
in a local lottery, and was doing his best to restore 
it to the gamesters during his brief shore leave. Alex- 
ander lost his month's wages before midnight, and went 
whimpering to bed, but Hing Kee saw us thraugh the 
night, and went back to the hotel with us. It wak while 
he was mixing us a night-cap of his own invention and 
the colonel was telling stories of gambling in the early 
days of Our own great West, that we were told a caller 
awaited us in the parlor. We sent for him, and he ap- 
peared in the person of a Portugucse official, very 
sleepy.

OUR MOST PICTURESQUE CHARACTER : 
PASSING AWAY.

HE announcement that 
T Ogalalla range in Wyoming has been converted into 

a stock company, that its lands will be fenced and 
that hereafter the cattle will be fed in winter, is more 
significant than it would appear to one not thoroughly 
familiar with the conditions of the cattle business in the 
West. In fact, it may be said to mark the close of one 
era and the beginning of another in the history of cow- 
punching. 

The Ogalalla is the largest of the open ranges north 
of Texas, and from it are shipped tens of thousands of 
cattle to the Chicago market every year. It comprises 
a section of country as large as an Eastern State, and 
iis manager, Billy Irvine, is one of the cleverest cattle 
men in the Northwest, and is known’ personally or by 
reputation to everybody west of the Missouri. The fact 
that it has been found necessary to change the system 
on which this range has been operated successfully for 
many years, proves conclusively that the old order is 
passing away. 

How great are the changes which this will involve 
one may understand on a little reflection. First of all 
it means the readjustment of the cattle business on a 
new and firmer basis. For years, in fact, ever since the 

-+ first bunch of cattle, abandoned to their fate in a Col- 
orado blizzard, were found to have survived the winter. 
the raising of cattle on the western plains has been an 
occupation in which chance has played a prominent part. 
The idea of providing feed to carry the herds through 
winter storms was never seriously considered. If a pro- 
tracted blizzard came on and killed off 10,000 head of 
etock the ranchmen bore the blow with equanimity, re- 
garding it as a dispensation of Providence against 
which it was impossible to provide protection. If an ex- 
tended drought dried up the water holes and parched the 
plains and left the whitening bones of thousands of 
beeves as the terrible record of death from thirst, he 
charged it to his profit and loss account and relied on 
better luck in other seasons to make the balance on the 
right side. One season in every three was regularly 

counted on as a bad one, but the practically unlimited 

* free range and the high prices of beef made the profits of 

; favorable years enormous. These were the days of the 

’ “eattle barons,” who never knew within a good many 
thousands how many heads of stock they actually 
owned. If a succession of bad seasons wiped out a 
man’s entire herd he could buy a few hundred head on 
credit and start out again with the practical certainty 
ae in a few years he would be back in his old posi- 

on. 

During recent years, however, conditions have been 
gradually changing. Herds multiplied until the ranges 
began to crowd one another. Homesteaders flocked in, 
took up choice suarter sections, and fenced them off. 
The rapid increase in production brought down the price 
of beef and curtailed profits to the point where a bad 
season meant ruin for a cattle owner. Five years ago 
the cattle business was almost completely demoralized, 
and the owners of herds were hard up. Then some of 
them began to send their cattle down into Nebraska and 
Kansas, where corn was plentiful and cheap, at the be- 
ginning of winter, and to feed them for a month or two 
there before sending them to market. The price of 

_ corn-fed beef was so much higher than that of cattle 
direct from the range that a good many men have made 
comfortable fortunes within the past few years by build- 
ing feed lots and acting as middlemen between the 

: range-owners and the packers. The more progressive 

| cattlemen have taken a leaf out of the feed-lot owners’ 
book, and have lately begun the practice of feeding their 
herds themselves. It became necessary for cattle raisere 
to own their own ranges and to fence them in as a pro- 
tection against intruders. Under these conditions the 
business has revived until it is again in a flourishing 
condition, but it is a very different business from what 
it was in the old days. The cattlemen themselves agree 
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that the raising of beef on the western plains will never+ 


again be conducted in the old haphazard, reckless Way, 
and they add that they are glad of it. It was not pleas- 
ant any more than it was profitable to see cattle frozen 
to death by hundreds, and to watch the swollen bodies 
and protruding tongues that told of the terrible destruc- 
tion of thirst. Artesian wells, alfalfa and corn have 
made existence a deal more endurable for cattle on the 
plains and have done away with much of the cruelty 
that once was inseparable from the business. 

But the new conditions under which cattle raising 1 
carried on have produced other changes. One of the 
most noteworthy of these is the transformation in the 
position and estate of the cowboy himself. The substi- 
‘tution of barbed-wire fences and winter feed-lots for the 
open range circumscribe mightily the activities of the 
free riders of the plains. Since the cattle can not stray 
beyond the boundary of the fenced-in range, there will 
be small danger of stampedes; the necessity for cutting 
out cattle from herds to which they do not belong; for 
lassooing strays to inspect their brands and, indeed, the 
need of branding itself will all be done away with. 
From being a wild, untrammeled lord of the plains, a 

conco-busting, gun-wielding, man-eating paragon, the 
cw boy is rapidly descending to the commonplace posi- 
tion of a feeder of cattle, and will soon enjoy a status 
not unlike the “hired man of the Eastern States. He is 
4 losing in picturesqueness, although he is’ more than 
4 likely to gain in usefulress to himself and to the com- 


munity at large. 

W Already the old order is almost obsolete. The Rem- 
meton cowboy is fast passing away. The hero of the 
saddle, who spent his days and nights in mad rides 

: ncross the prairie before frenzied herds, in breaking the 
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| quenchable thirst for red liquor and gore, is almost ae 
completely extinct. as the dodo. Only the few caged 
specimens of the Wild West show remain to reveal to us 
the simon-pure cowboy, as he was in the days when the 
great West was wild and woolly. Today the wooliness 
is entirely worn off from western civilization except in 
‘a few isolated spots, and the wildness is almost com- 
pletely confined to pen-artists and the writers of novels. 
The twentieth century cowboy is an extremely matter 
of fact young man, who regards his business in a wholly 
serious light, who works hard throughout the greater 
part of the year, who is by no means fond of blood- 
shed end who gets drunk no more frequently than some 
of his eastern portrayers. As a species he is thoroughly 
healthy, manly and orderly and as reasonably happy as 
most of us can hope to be. Greater familiarity with 
civilization and less complete isolation from his fellow- 
citizens have made the cowboy of today a more agree- 
able person to live with than he was of yore. The des- 
perado has been eliminated while the man has remained. 

There is no doubt that in-the old days the typical 
cowboy was worthy of all that has been written of him. 
Twenty years ago he owned and ruled the empire of the 
plains from the Texas Panhandle to the Bad Lands of 
Montana. He lived out of doors and out of sight of | 
human habitation for eleven-twelfths of the year. All of 
his waking and some of his sleeping hours were spent 
in the saddle. His only companions were the herds he 
tended and his fellow-cow-punchers. He was a law unto 
himself because no other law was there. He spent his 
money on silver-mounted saddles, gorgeous headgear 
and at rare intervals on villainous liquor and “fixed” 
faro layouts, because these were his only necessities and 
his only possible luxuries. | 

It is not surprising under these circumstances that the 
strongest possible tribal feeling was developed in the 
cattlemen. It is not surprising that they wore their 
guns in convenient positions and became accustomed to 
hanging cattle “rustlers” as a matter of course. Jails 
were not numerous in the old days in the plains coun- 
try and the six-shooter was the only policeman. It is 
not surprising either that on their infrequent visits to 
those frontier settlements which were entitled to a place 
on the map by virtue of the possession of numerous 
saloons and a graveyard apiece, they yielded to an un- 
-controllable desire to paint the town. As the inevitable 
result of having held down the safety valve for so long 
a time it became necessary to blow off steam. It was 
only natural that the conditions of the cattle business 
developed an original code of ethics and morals and 
that it evolved a distinct type of the human individual. 

It would be interesting work for the psychologist to 
trace also the influence of the cow upon the cowboy. 
The vast herds that roamed the plains in the old days 
were subordinate only to the superior intelligence of 
their human attendants and not always subject to that. 
From association with them the rider of the plains im- 
bibed their spirit. They made him brave, reckless and 
self-reliant. He presented the strongest possible con- 
trast, for example, to the sheepherder, with whom he 
waged an intermittent, fierce and bloody war for the 
possession of the free range, 

The sheep-tender, like the cowboy, lived alone, far 
away from companionship and human.associations, but 
he lived under very different conditions. His flocks 
moved slowly and required little exercise of skill or 
vigilance to keep them together. He cove-ed less ground 
in a month than the cowboy frequently did in a day. 
His diet was an unvaried round of mutton, biscuits and 
tea, and in time he became like his sheep. sheepish. The 
cow-punchers even asserted that they could scent him at 
a distance by his woolly odor. It is not surprising then 
that he proved no match for the active, beef-eating and 
resourceful cowboy, or that he was almost invariably 
worsted in their frequent encounters. It was only by 
mute persistence and the force of fast-multiplying num- 
bers that the sheep were able to hold onto any part of 
the free range. 

While the old-time glamor of cowboy existence lives 
only in rainbow-hued literature, there remains a wide 
field of usefulness for the cowboy of today. The work 
of carefully studying breeding conditions, of testing 
different varieties of feed and of riding to market in the 
caboose of a cattle train seems tame in comparison witb 
wild night rides to avert stampedes, exciting round- 
ups and terror spreading charges up and down the 
streets of unoffending towns with a six-shcot>r in either 
hand, but a utilitarian age places by far the greater 
value upon the former work. In the departure of the 
passing cowboy literature mourns the loss of a highly- 
interesting character, but in the coming of his suc- 
cessor the cattle business is gaining immeasurably.

CALIFORNIA INDIANS. 


A NOTED SCIENTIST SAYS THEY ARE 
OF ASIATIC ORIGIN. | 
From the Chicago Tribvne. 
GE U NQUESTIONABLY of Asiatic origin,” is the 


verdict as to the California Indians, rendered by 

special commission sent to that part of the 
country by the Smithsonian Institution. Prof. W. H.. 
Holmes, anthropologist-in-chief of the National Mus m. 
voices the opinion, which practically settles a long-dis- 
puted question, in a bulletin that is about to be pub- 
lished. He says that the aborigines now found in the 
Golden State came long ago from the far North, from 
Bering Sea and beyond, having crossed over from Asia 
by way of the “frigid arch,” which affords a land pas- 
Sage interrupted only by a narrow water barrier a few 
miles in breadth. : 

In California at the present time, says Prof. Holmes, 
are found remnants of twenty distinct nations, speaking 
as Many languages. These varied ethnic elements, em- 
braced within a region only 800 miles in length by 300 
miles in width, seem to havé been attracted one after 
another to the lowland and coastal valleys by the bait 
of an unfailing food supply. So formidable are the bar- 
riers of mountain ranges on the east, and so forbidding 
the deserts on the south, that few communities once set- 
tled there would ever take the trouble to seek homes 
elsewhere. It would appear that the pesples were caught 
like fishes in a trap; the way in was easy, but the way 
out was hard. 

The Indians, or rather their remote ancestors, came 
from Asia by way of Bering Strait, because that was the 
easiest as well as the shortest route. On an ordinary 
map it does not look the shortest, but it is such never- 
theless, and that this is true may easily be ascertained 
by a brief examination of any geographical globe. It is 
considered reheonably certain that the earliest beings 
properly called human dweit not far from the Straits of 
Malacea, and that thence their descendants spread over 
the world. 

Prof. Otis T. Mason of the Smithsonian Institution 
calis attention to the fact that the shortest line between 
the Straits of Malacca and the continent of North Amer- 
ica is a great circle passing northward along the east 
coast of Asia, across Bering Strait, and southward to the 
Columbia River in Oregon. This was the route followed 
by the first comers to America. Not only was it the 
shortest, but it may be said that food grew in profusion 
all along it by the wayside. Early man was obliged to 
travel in those tracks which were marked out by nature 
and provisioned for his journeys. Water furnished the 
greatest quantity and variety of food for the least effort. 
and the same element afforded easiest transportation. 

The route was nearly all the way by sea—an inside 
passage through land-locked seas and sounds. It led 
through the Indo-Malayan Archipelago, the South China 
and Malay seas, the East China and Yellow seas. the 
Japanese and Tartary seas, the Okhotsh Sea, the Beriny 
Sea and its bays, the Alaskan Sea and inlets, the Tring- 
et-Halda Sea, Vancouver Sea, and the Columbia Basin. 
a distance of 10,000 miles. All of these marine in- 
closures swarmed with animal life suitable for human 
food. The East China and Japan seas furnished inex- 
haustible supplies of fishes, water fowl, crabs, oysters, 
ete. In Bering Sea there was ro limit to stbsistence. 
No sooner was a latitude approached where the rigors of 
the climate demanded extra clothing and fuel for the 
body than marine mammals and land mammals were 
superabundant. These early travelers would naturally 
avoid the deep ocean, which is a desert to the voyager 
and offering no food supply. In the shallows the land- 
marks were their lighthouse and the inlets were their 
harbors innumerable. 

One can conceive of a stream of canoes flowing for 
many centuries from the Indian Ocean and peopling 
America steadily from Asia by way of its eastern shores 
and seas: For 3000 years or more this continent was re- 
ceiving in thie way continuously a population. A great 
highway was opened, through whith the stream of boats 
kept flowing. In every favorable place along the route 
colonies were dropped, and the nations thus started 2s- 
sumed proprietorship over parts of the highway. At 
length they shut off the stream of migrat on by declaring 
that it should no longer pass through their premises. 
and, the flow of immigration to America being thus cut 
off. the ancestors of the present copper-colored abor- 
igines were left to obtain, through centuries, traits of 
their own. 


which are as far apart from one another as English is 
from Chinese, the character of the food supply and other 
local conditions applying to all have made all of them a 
good deal alike in respect to habits and customs. Cen- 
erally speaking, the culture of the tribes of the Golden 
State may be said, as Prof. Holmes remarked, to revolve 
about the oak tree. They are eaters of acorns, which 
endless forests of oaks furnish in unlimited quantities. 
They have almost no earthenware, few of them under- 
standing anything of the potter’s art, but are the most 
wonderful basket-makers in the world, their products in 
this line displaying “remarkably varied phases of form. 
technique and embellishment. 

Prof. Holmes examined several of their milling places, 
and describes one of them (a typical example) as a mass 
of granite rock with many conical holes, some shaliow 
and some deep. All about were stones for grinding and 
pounding, adapted in shape to the hollows, in which 
acorns were put for the purpose of reducing them to 
meal. Thi place of industry was covered with a rude 
shelter of poles and brush to protect the women, wh> are 
obliged to spend much of their time at such work, from

| another stone for striking, the mut being sct on end to 
receive the blow. in the absence of such contrivance 
the tecth are used for breaking tho shelis. The ke: nels, 
after being dricd, are pounded in a hole, the resulting 
meal being winnowed in a flat basket. A basin is then 
formed in the cand, und in this the meal is put, water 
being poured upon it repeatedly and allowed to drain 
away until an cf the tannin is filtered ont. It is the 
tannin that renders the acorn unfit fer food in its or- 
dinary condition, but, after going through the process 
deseribed, the Hour, sccoped ort of the sand basin with 
the hands, is sweet and wholceome. The Indians, who 
cal it “bycta,” vastly prefer it to dur wheat flour. 
Mortars carved on! of stone are sometimes employed 
for grinding the acorrs, with the help of a pestle. Prot. 
Holmes found two arcicnt ones, cf a globular shape, in 
the possession of an cil miner named John Cannon. 
They were s highiy valued by Mrs. Cannon as recep- 
tacies for watcring the chickens that one of them was 
secured only with the eresicet dificalty, They had b en 
discovered originaily in a mine, togcther with a number 
of skeletons, buried six fect deep in gold-bearing gravel. 
The acorn fleur is cooked in a number ofvgifferent 
ways, but the utensil most commonly-cmployed, for the 
purpose is a basket. so clescly woven that it will hold 
water without leaking. Water and meal being put into 
the basket, the mixiure is brought to a boil by heating 
small stones in an open fre and dropping them into 
the receptacle one by onc. The stones are lifted with 


the porridge is done, are taken out in the frame way. 
Finally the stuff is dipped out wit: a cup into another 
basket, and is ready for use. 

The baskets made by the Indians of Southern Call- 
fornia are much coarser than those manufacture! farther 
north in the State. Some of them are rude affairs from 
three to five feet in diameter, and three feet high, woven 


and other food products. Such an improvised granary is 
placed on a scaffold six feet in height, made by setting 
forked poles in the ground and laying other poles across. 
Among other foods commonly catem by the California 


than a score of varieties of weed seeds. | 

On the Tulare reservation, near the south fork of the 
Tule River, were found a number of roundish earthen 
platforms five to eight feet in diameter, constructed 
among the bowiders in favorable locations. On thee 
were set willow twig loops for fastening decoy. birda, 
and at one edge of each platform a brush or read stel- 
ter was built, in which the man in charge of the snares 
hid himself. The loops of the snares lay extended upon 
the platform and when the wild birds, alighting to teed 
with the decoys, became entangled, they were quietly 
pulled beneath the shelter. 


ORIGIN OF PETROLEUM. 


PRODUCED IN THE DECOMPOSITION BY WHICH 
PLANETS BECOME COAL OR BLUE SHALE. 


{Kansas City Star:] James II. Southwell of Kansas 
City has just returned from Suthwest Missouri, where 
he went in the interest of people from anether city to 
make a geological study cf the locality and its oil-pro- 
ducing probabilities. Preceding his special report upon 
the locality visited is gore general consideration of the 
subject of western oils, which is as fol'ows: 

“When plants lese the clement of life and remain 
exposed to oxygen of the air their substance sooner or 
later becomes reduced to carbon dioxide and water, ex- 
cept a small per cent. of mineral matter. But if the 
decomposition takes place uncer water, the carbon does 
not all become oxidized. Some hydrogen is taken up 
and the mass becomes a hydro carbon. If this macer- 
ated wood is carried by cursents into still water, and 
as much as eight fcet in thickness of this pulp settles 
quietly to the bottom, and upon this is deposited clay 
and other reck-making material, in time the eight feet 
of carbonacecus matter may become one foot of coal. 
But if, instead of being deposited separately. both ma- 
terials were carried in simultaneously and intermingled, 
the desposit wceuld finally teecme a bed of blue shale, 
the degree of color cerending upen the proportion of 
earbon to clay. If the mass were ten feet in thickness 
it would contain one foot of ccal scattered in minute 
particles through his mass. Pressure, producing heat, 
would change the condition of this hydro-carbon in the 
shale into heavy cil, light oil, or gas, according to con- 
ditions of heat or pressure. If the heit exceeded that 
necessary to convert the carbonaceovs matter into oil 
sufficiently to vaporize it also. in this condition it 
would ascend from the shale bed and be condensed into 
oil if caught in any suitable container above the shale, 
as in the porous sandsioncs of anticlinal ridges when 
covered by other Shales or impervious limestones. But 
if the heat were only sufficient to produce the oll, but 
not enough to velitilize it afterward, it would as fluid 
seek the valleys instead cf the ridges. The product, 
also, of the ridges or anticlina’s differs from that of 
the valleys, the former containing more illuminating 
oils. No evidence has appeored ro far that western oils 
are deposited in the anticlinals. : 

“Upon the eastern and western slopes of the Rocks 
Mountain uplift ts found the Fox hills groups of the 
cretacecus formation. This group contains a blue shale 
that is from 700 feet to 2000 feet thick. This shale is 
probably just about as biue as 200 feet of coal would 
make 1800 feet of white clay. 

“There is much material for the production of oil in 
the Fox hills’ sha‘e, and this shale is, it is very prob- 
able, the original source of oil found in many locali- 
ties, as in Colorado, Wyoming, California, Kansas and 
Texas. In some localities in the West, the oil stays 
in the Fort Pierre sandstone, which is tmmediately 
under the shale. In other p'aces it has ‘ond a reservoir 
in sandstones of the Jurassic age, lower down. In a 
place in Wyoming it is obtained from sandstones of 
the Quebec group, which is not far above the granite. 
‘This blue shale extends southeasterly down its dip 
from the castern slope of the Rock es, through Western 
Kansas into Texas, and under the Gulf. From the 
depths of the borings at Beaumont. I think it will be 
found that the oi] deposit there is in the Fort Pierre 
sandstone. Western petroleum products which are ex- 
posed for any ength of time to the air absorb oxygen 
and become asphaltic, which is the condition of oils 
collected from streams and springs in Southwest Mis- 
souri. Oils from near the surface may be asphaltic, 
which left a deeper reservoir containing no asphaltum. 
The surface and shallow oils from Merwin are asphaltic 
in appearance. I do not know of any analysis having 
been made. If oil exists there at greater depths, the

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CHINESE LITERA TUM. 


SOME EXAMPLES OF ANCIENT VERSE 388 


AND FOLKLORE

T IS not too much to say that, among orientalists, 

the Chinese have always stood easily preéminent. 

Indced, until comparatively quite recent times, their 
writings, in whatever line, would scarcely suffer from 
a comparison with those of many of the world’s laurel- 
crowned immortals of literature. As might be expected 
from our carly possession and extensive employment of 
that useful servant of education and vehicle of litera- 
ture, the art of printing—and in that form (the stereo- 
type) Dest calculated to multiply and promote the cir- 
culation of copics, we are distinctively a reading pcople. 
Education, in greater or less degree, is common among 
even our lower classes. Im higher circles the great esti- 
mation in which letters are held may be partly under- 
stood from the statement that Learning is the very 
threshold of the gate that conducts to fame, honors, 
civil employment,” wealth and social standing. 

A distinguished critic and writer, in an article on 
Chinese literature in the Quarterly Review, some time 
since, wrote: 

“We make no scruple to avow that. . their 

elles-lettres (drama, poetry and novels) has always 
possessed the highest place in our esteem; . . and 
there is no better mode of becoming intimately ac- 
quainted with a people . . . than by drawing largely 
on the inexhaustible stores of their ornamental litera- 
ture.” 

in common with the gentleman quoted, the writer 
believes there is no better or shorter road to a thorough 
understanding of a people's national characteristics, 
their peculiarities, customs, beliefs, up- rstitions. wants 
—in fact, 4hemselves—than by a study of their litera- 
ture. I think I would searcely except from this rule 
the knowledge to be gained through actual contact, the 
results of personal observation of one living among the 
people studied; for, in such cases the student is almost 
inevitably influenced by considerations of a personal 
character—mutual affiliation, individual likes and dis- 
likes, ete. Believing thus, and aware of the present 
and constantly-growing interest in China and things 
Chinese on the part of the people of my adopted coun- 
try, I take pleasure in contributing as my mite toward 
their better comprehension of my race, translations 
of two specimens of ancient Chinese writings, one in 
verse, the other an ancient legend. In a country with 


the characteristics of whese people the flight of time 


has effected so few and unimportant changes, the date 
of a literary production is of but comparatively trifling 
Significance, so far as its value as an index to the 
minds and hearts fo the people is concerned. The fol- 
lowing ballad, a universal favorite with the common 
people, gives a considerable insight into the common 
literature of China, and is, as well, something of a key 
to Chinese character. Though of great antiquity, it 
probably excites exactly the same emotions in the 
breast of the twentieth-century Chinese peasant as it 
did in that of his ancestor when China was still 
young: 


» "Twas night, end the war-weary soldiers were sleeping, 


The low hum of voices was hushed in repose; 
The sentries in silence a strict wateh were keeping 
‘Gainst surprise or a sudden attack of their foes; 
When a_ low, mellow note on the night air camo 
Stealing, — 
So soothingly over the senses it fell 
So touchingly sweet, co soft and appealing, 
Like the musical tones of a silvery bell. 


Now rising, now falling—now fuller and clearer— 
Now liguidly scft—now a low, wailing cry: 

Now the cadences tem floating nearer and nearer— 
Now dying away in a whispering sigh. 

Then a burst of swect music, so plaintively thrilling, 
Was caught up by the echoes, which sang the refrain 

In their many-toned voices—the atmosphere filling 
With a chorus of dulcet, mysterious strains. 


The sleepers arouse, and with beating hearis listen; 
In their dreams they had heard that weird music 
before; 

It touches each heart; with tears their eyes glisten, 
For it tells them of those they may never see more.

No comment is deemed necessary upon the above. 
It tells its own story; it speaks to the mind and heart 


of men of the East and West, of the North and the 


South; it means the same to you that it does to me, 
regardless as to the exact chade of our respective com- 
plexions, or the cut of our clothes and fashion in which 
we wear our hair. While in the folk lore there are 
many different styles, I have selected for the one exam- 
ple which space will permit in this paper a tale far 
from the most high class, because it is representative 
of the more popular style, and therefore is the te:t calen- 
lated to make the ieader acquainted with the larger class 
of Chinese—the common, laboring class, the one most 
numerous in all countries. Many allusions, intelligible 
to none but Chinese, are purposely omitted; otherwise. 
excepting that it is greatly abridged, it is given as 
nearly as possible with a literal translation, for which 
| am wholly indebted to my secretary, Mr. Baker:

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WITCHES UP TO DATE. 


BREWERS OF MYSTIC POTIONS IN 


NORTH CAROLINA MOUNTAINS.

O SPEAK of witchcraft in this twentieth century 
seems a mingling of irreconcilabie terms. Yet today 
in the mountains of North Carolina there is a dis- 
trict peopled exclusively by native Americans which is 
as witch-ridden as was New England before the Salem 
bangings. There aged hags, who have fcstered for them 
selves a repute of mystery and terror, hold entire com- 
munities in subjection, weaving spells and charms, 
blighting with the evil eye and comyounding potions of 
strange ingredients: 
“Fillet of a fenny snake, 
Eye of newt and toe of frog, 
Wool of bat and tongue of dog, 
Adders fork and blind-worm's sting, 
Lizard's leg and howlet’s wing.“ 


The black art of Macbeth may well be the prototype 
of this mountain witchcraft, for there is a strong cur- 
rent of Scotch blood in this part of North Carolina, ard 
at least two of the noted witches ars known to be part 
Scotch and part Cherokee. The best known of these is 
called Old Nance—but only in whispers, and it is by no 
means certain to the countryside that she does not hear 
these whispers, so most people preter the safe s'de an! 
refer to her as Mother Nance. Five thousand feet high in 
the mountains of Macon county, amcng the rocsts cf the 
feul buzzards, her cabin clings to a wind-beaten ledge 
of rock, overhanging an abyss. No ioad leads thi her. 

For a strahger to make his way there is a matter of 
no little difficulty. First of all he must find out where 
Old Nance lives, which isn't as easy as it might anpear. 
No native will guide him. It is difficult to find anyone 
who will even tell where the place is. 

After considerable effort the writer found a young 
woodsman who agreed to accompany him on the road 
to Old Nance’s, but after some six miles of the hardest 
kind of tramping, from the nearest poirt cf the roadway, 
the youth lost his courage and refused to go any fur-

HOW FAST CAN A BIRD FLY? 

[Philadelphia Times:] If vou consult the usually- 
accepted authorities on the speed of birds in their flight, 
you are likely to be misied by an exaggeration of from 
100 to 309 per cent. This is because figures have been 
given on hearsay, appearance and very superficial obser- 
vation. But recently, American, English and French 
observers have been comparing notes and are practically 
agreed, after most careful caiculaticn on the speed 
the best-known birds. . 

They started with the carrier pigeon, and have made 
him a base of comparison. He has heretofore been 
credited with 110 miles an hour, but it is now agreed 
that he is entitled to 50. A quite recent long distance, 
carefully-conducted test of 590 miles, from the Shetland 


made 37 miles an hour. On shorter distances none has 
made more than £0 mi es. 

Because frigate birds have not been seen far from 
land and have been supposed not to fly by night or to 
rest on the water, they have been credited with a speed 
of from 150 to 200 miles am hour. Jf they did fly at that 
speed they would have to overcome an atmospheric 
pressure of from 112 to 120 pounds to the square foot 
of flying surface. There is no certainty that they fly 
more rapidly than a passenger pigeon, or that they do 
not fly at night or co not sleep on the water. 

The swallow, that is indced a rapid flyer, has been 

credited with 180 miles an hour, but he must be cut 
down to 65 miles, and the marten to five miles behind 
him, though authorit.es have placed him ten ahead. The 
teal duck is brought down from 140 to 50 miles an hour. 
The mallard is five miles slower, and flies the. same as 
the canvasback, while both of these are five miles ahead 
of the wild gocse and elder duck. 
Small birds appear to fy moe rapidly than the large 
ones and have deceived many observers. The hum- 
ming-bird does not fly es fest as many awkward-appear- 
ing, very much larger, slow-llapping birds.

A School for Detectives. 


IN AN out-of-the-way corner of France there exists an 

academy that is probably unique among the schools of 
the world. It never advertises. Few people, indeed, 
inow of its existence. 

Yet the school is always full. It is known as the 
Academy for the Acquisition of Criminal Lore, to give 
a translation that conveys, as near as possible, the 
actual title in French. 

The school is no government affair. It owes its ori- 
Zin to private sources, to a man who has earned dis- 
tinction in detective work among the best criminal in 
vestigators in the world—the French. : 

The fees are, of couse, high. The youth is supposed 
to have received the usual school education. He must,’ 
in addition, be proficient in English, German and Span- 
ish. 

The school building consists of an old chateau, set in 
grounds of some 800 or 900 acres, a part thickly wooded, 
a part again wild heath land, the rest under cultivation. 

On entering the school the detective-probationer is 
first of all trained gradually in the use of his eyes and 
hands. This is done by means of simple examples. For 
instance, he is introduced to an apartment brilliantly 
lighted and full of furniture. He is given a few seconds, 
then the room is immersed in total darkness, and he is 
required to draw on a picce of razer a rough sketch map 
of the room indicating the position of the furniture to 
the best of his ability. Sometimes a face appears for a 
moment before the room is darkened. He must then 
describe that face, the color of its eyes, if possible, and 
be ready to identify it at once if it be placed before 
him in the form of a photograph to be selected from 
hundreds of others. — 

This is only a test case, but the value of it can readily 
be seen. Then comes the education of the hands. 
Again the would-be detective is placed in a room pitch 
dark. The chamber is full of curious things. He is 
supposed to touch them rapidly. and to remember what 
it is he has touched, so that he would be able to write 
a description of the thing. For example, a jeweled knife 
lies in the darkness. He must say, by touch, what the 
jewels are—whether rubies, diamonds or opals. These 
are only a few of the lessons that young Lecod“ re- 
ceived in true Gaboriau fashion.—{New York Journal.

A Fifteen-hundred-carat Turquoise. 
A EORGE BELL, the lapicary, is cutting fcr Dr. George 

Hamilton of La Jara a matrix turquoise weighing 
1500 karats. Dr. Hamilton brought the stone from his 
newly-discovered mine, a mile and a half west of the 
Rio Grande River, and near the New Mexican line, in 
the San Luis Valley.

Recreation Flower. 


HAT must be considered as a wonderful curiosity 
of the floral kingdom is the so-termed “recreation 
flower,” a specimen of which has for the first time been 
brought to this-eountry. . 
No mention is mace in botanical science of the ex- 
istence of this marvelous flower. It is a mystery at 
present that is well worth clearing up. When in a 
closed condition the recreation flower is in color and in 
form something like a mature and dried poppy head 
cut with its stem to it. 

Submerged in a bowl of water for a few minutes and 
then taken out and placed by its stem in an empty bot- 
tle, the outer petals legen after several minutes to open 
out. This process is slow, but distinctly noticeable. 
The petals continue to rise and to expand until they 
gradually recede backward. When this action is com- 
pietei a so-called base is formed of the flower which 
resembles in appearence the siarry sunflower, but as re- 
gards the shape only. 

The radiance and spiendor which the opened petals 
present and the inner rosette that now stands out so 
boldly are toth indescri! abe or their serpassirg beauty 
and lustrious effet The “‘recreition flower” remains 
thus open for about two hours, during which time, the 
state of humidity le sening by degrees, the fibres begin 
to shrink and the petils close up gradually in the same 
way as they opened. until the flower resumes its former 
condition, But if this performance is already puzzling 
in itself, the most phenomenal part about the recreation 
flower is that by the same simple ;roccss t can be made 
to unfold and cics: up again ard again ad ibitum. It 13 
also asserted that properly nursed with regard to tem- 
perature and air, and carefully handled, the recreation 
flower never decays nor cecenerates in its effect of ra- 
diance and seplendor.--{[New York Herald.

- acterizations will come into some of the encyclopaedic 
vistas which influenced the metamorphosis of Gibbon. 

The period of Mr. Osborne’s novel is that of the 
famous Italian campaign of Hannibal. The Lion's 
Brood” were the sons of the old Cartharginian Hamilear, 


und as children they were sworn to enmity to Rome. 


Hannibal, it is said, took the oath at the altar, at the 
age of 9, and became the Cartharginian leader at 28. 
After taking Saguntum, and thus beginning the second 
Punic war, he crossed the Alps and defeated the Romans 
at the great battle of Trebia, Thrasymene Lake, and 


- Cannae. During sixteen years, it is said, that no general 


fared to face him in the field. By invading Africa, the 
Romans forced the victorious Hannibal to come to the 
jefense of his country, and at the battle of Zaum ke 
was defeated by Scipio. After his wandering life at the 
courts of Antioclus and Prussia in Asia, he is said to 
have destroyed himself by poison, when he was going 
to be betrayed into the hands of the Romans, B. C. 182. 

Mr. Osborne has gathered glowing embers from his 
semi-historic contemplations of the solemn scenes and 
xreat tragedies of ancient days. From the storehouse of 
tradition, and its epics of Pandemonium, known as the 
heroic age, he has evolved personations of human inter- 
est, in which patrician and plebeian have alternate fep- 
resentation. Obstreperous mobs and magnificent armies 
are @ part of the contract. One is shown the march of 
irmies like the long, slow sweep of billows upon a 
level shore, and the glory of barbaric war. 

“On their left, resting upon the river's brink, rode the

The 
day schools of Wisconsin which owe their growth to 
the great work of Paul Binner are all run on the prin- 
siples of strictly oral schools for the deaf, and it is to 
these schools that hundreds of the deaf owe their ability 
to articulate, to read lips, and to get along in the 
world.” 

Numerous tributes to Mr. Binner’s life and character 
accompany the book, and tell of a good and noble man, 
of whom it was said by Alexander Graham Bell, in- 
ventor of the telephone, The name of Paul Binner will 
be handed down in the annals of the day as one of 
the great benfactors of the deaf.” The book contains 
the author’s portrait.

WHAT FIVE BIG CITIES SPEND. 
[Chicago Reeord-Herald:] The five great cities whose 
municipal expenses are usually compared are London, 
the most populous city in the world; New York, the 
greatest city of the New World; Paris, the oldest of the 
European cities of the first-class; Berlin, the European 
city which is growing most rapidly in population, and 
Vienna, whose affairs are administered under conditions 

which have changed little since medieval times. 
London has by the last census a population of 1.500. 


000; New York, 3.500.000; Paris, 2,500,000; Berlin, 1.888. 


000, and Vienna, by the census of ten years ago, 1.365. 
000, which has probabiy been increased to 1,509,000 now. 

The cost of the government of London is approxi- 
mately $65,000,000 a year, or at the rate of about $15 
per capita. The municipal expenses of New York are 
$98,000,000 a year, or at the rate of about $28 per capita. 
The municipal expenses of Paris are $72,000,000, or about 
$28 per capita, the same as New York, though Paris has 
a burdensome municipal debt, and has been expending 
lor many years millions of francs on adornments and 
embellishments, the pressing utility of which would not 
probably be agreed to by many New York taxpayers. 

The municipal expenses of Berlin are $21,000,000 a 
year, or at the rate of about $12 per capita, and the 
municipal expenses of Vienna are $12,000,000 a year, or 
at the rate of about §8 per capita—the smallest average 
among the five cities. 

London expends more for education than New York, 


New York expends more. for its police department than 


London, Paris expends more than either London or New 
York for the improvement of its streets and the en- 
forcement of laws as to buildings.

“There are also excellent farming lands throughout 
the peninsula. From San José del Cabo north for a hun- 
dred miles you can raise anything in the way of semi- 
tropic fruits.

alone amounts annually to more than a hundred thous- 
and dollars. Deciduous fruits grow well in the moun- 
tain regions and there are the best pasturage and stock 
ranges in the world, where water can be found. Land

In the light of obvious facts, it is absurd to deny that 


human beings may live and be strong and healthy in 
mind and body without consuming flesh foods, in any 


™ shape. To do this, however, judgment must be exer- 
eised as to the kind of vegetable food that is consumed. 


It is, of course, absurd to suppose that a man can be 
vigorous and healthy on a diet of cabbage, and turnips, 
and potatoes, and apples, or any watery vegetable food 
of that kind. On the other hand, millions of well-devel- 
oped people live entirely on vegetable food, either from 
choice or necessity. It is a well-known fact to all who 
have studied the science of dietary, that a pound of dried 
beans, or peas, or lentils, or grain, contains more than 
twice as much muscle and fat-forming matter as a 
pound of lean beef, upon which so much reliance is 
placed by many people. 

Animals which live on vegetable food are usually 
longer lived than carnivorous animals. The referetice of 
the German professor to the relative strength of the 
carnivora and of animals which consume vegetable food 
is an unfortunate one, for his side of the case. It is true 
that a lion or a tiger can exert greater force for a brief 
time than a horse, or an ox, or a camel, just as a man 
who has partaken of a dose of brandy may for a short 
time put forth more strength than an abstainer, but 
neither the drinking man nor the carnivorous anima! 
possess the endurance of temperate men, or vegetarian 
beasts. The lion and the tiger would be totally unable 
to perform the protracted hard labor which is done by 
the horse, and the ox, and the camel, and the elephant.

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PollosNd is a condensation of a paper read by C. 
A. Whiting, at the recent graduating exercises of the 
Pacific School of Osteopathy in this city: 
“To best fit a child for the duties of life, he must be 
cared for by a mother, who first of all fully understands 
and appreciates his physical needs. To co this she must 


not only know her child but herself from a physical 


standpoint, and this requires a knowledge of anatomy 
and physiology in the broadest sense of those terms., It 
does not mean the anatomy which ends with a knowl- 
edge of the names of the several parts of the body, and 
the physiology which enables one to tell where a piece 
of bread or a bit of cheese is digested, but the anatomy 
which enables one to see the location and structure, and 
understand the relationship of the various parts of the 
body. To do this cae must not only use his eyes and 
bands, but he must call to his aid the microscope, and 
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the microtome and the refined methods of modern his- 


| 


tological research. 

“The physiology which is of use is that which enables 
one to understand the condition of the body which 
various external symptoms indicate. One may have a 
most excellent conventional knowledge of physiology 
and yet be perfectly ignorant of the real condition of a 
child when he has a bounding pulse or is burning with 
fever. 

“The conventional knowledge is of no use, while a real 
knowledge of conditions might be the means of saving 
life. Any rational, moral and intellectual training must 
be founded upon a thorough knowledge of the physical 
constitution of the child. 

“It is difficuit to overestimate the seriousness of te 
handicap which poor health imposes upon one, ard wh2n 
we realize that in many cases this handicap is imposed 
by the gross ignorance of parents of some of the most 
fundamental laws of health, it seems that no stronger 
argument would be needed to convince every one of the 
importance of an education which will fit him to guard 
those intrusted to his care against the easily-p:eventable 
diseases. 

“We are living in a world of cause and effect and the 
future success of the child largely depends upon h's clear 
recognition of this fact. If he grows up in an atmos- 
phere where disease is regarded as fortuitous or comes 
from any other reason than a violation of the laws of 
his being, he is in danger of applying the same false 
conclusions to other departments of thought, and the 
mental and moral results of such reasoning are always 
disastrous. 

“In the words of Huxley: ‘The only alleviation of the 
ills of mankind lies in resolutely facing the world as it 
really is, with all of the make believe thrown off.’ 

“In one of Longfellow's poems, ‘Resignation,’ in 
speaking of the death of a child of a loved friend, he 
says: 

“These severe afflictions not from the ground arise, 
But oftentimes celestial benedictions assume this dark 

disguise.’ 

“If I were talking with a mother who found comfort 
in these lines, while mourning over the death of her 
child, I would certainly not attempt to analyze the sen- 
timent from a scientific standpoint. If she could sce a 
‘celestial benediction’ in her sorrow, I should feel that 
‘where ignorance is bliss, it is folly to be wise,’ but were 
I talking with a mother whose child was yet living. I 
would, on all proper occasions, try to impress upon her 
the thought that death does not come to the young as a 
‘celestial benediction.’ It comes from the surrounding 
condition being unfavorable for the continuance of life, 
or from the inheritance of an impaired const:tution from 
parents who were so ignorant as to disregard the laws 
of their being. These ‘celestial benedictions’ do arise 
from the ground. They come from old cesspools, from 
the ground alternately saturated with household slops 
and dried by the sun, they come from the dark, unven- 
tilated cellar. in which decaying vegetables are to be 
found in the corners. 

“These ‘celestial benedictions’ come from improper 
diet, from irregular hours of sleep and from improper 
clothing. 

“The little girls whom one so often sees on street cars 
late at night, returning from a party, clad in their 
white dresses, and who have ‘partaken of refreshments,’ 
and who have already lost the sleep which should come 
in the early part of the night,.are the not unlikely future 
victims of a ‘celestial benediction.’ 

“Surely no education can be more valuable to the 
mother than the education which fits her for the sacred 
office of motherhood. Education along these practical 
lines may be had in all of our reputable medical and 
osteopathic colleges. As the osteopaths are less ham- 
pered by tradition than their brethren of the older 
schools, they are in the front rank as educators along 
the line of household hygiene.“ 


The Influence of Fear. 


R. TANNER, who obtained some celebrity by his 

long fasts, recently sent a letter to the Denver Re: ub- 
lican, in which he makes some interesting statements in 
regard to the effect of fear upon human beings, as a 
promoter of disease: 

“In your issue of May 25, I find under the caption 
‘Micropbobia,’ an editorial reviewing the barbaric action 
ef a frenzied mob in Cleveland. who made a futile en- 
deavor to burn a hospital ambulance containing a small- 
pox patient. In view of such an outrage, you wisely sug- 
gest that the doctors, en masse, make a ‘concerted ac- 
tion to disabuse the public mind of its erroneous con- 
ceptions as to the dangers of contagion.’ The sugges'ion 
is timely, and should be acted upon promptly and ener- 
getically. But alas! the prospect of such ‘concerted ec. 
tion’ is as dim as that of the near advent of the millen- 
nium. Why? Because there is no money in such a pro- 
cedure, and most doctors, like the rest of mankind, are 
on the ‘make.’ Educate the masses that it is wisdom to 
subordinate their fears in all times of peril from epi- 
demics of disease, and the people so educated, would be 
ripe to give 90 per cent. of the M.D.’s a furlough for life. 
A large per cent. of doctors are not willing to be thus 
shelved, for obvious reasons. We as a people point the 
finger of scorn at the ‘Heathen Chinee, but in many 
respects they are much wiser than their brethren of the 
Occident. It is a custom among the orientals to employ 
their physicians on a salary—by the year, it being 
stipulated in the contract that the pay continues so long 
as the family remains well, and stops when any member 
of the family is disabled by sickness. Adopt the oriental 
method on this continent, then there would be hopes of 
‘ooncerted action’ as suggested. Amid such  environ- 
ments, the Chinese doctor is virtually compelled to look 
closely to the prevention of disease, rather than its cure. 
He must therefore fit himself to be an educator, as well 
as a practitioner. A plethoric bank account largely de- 
pends on his success in keeping his clientage in health, 
while the very opposite is the ruling sentiment in the 
West, wnere physicians receive pay per visit. 

“In this land of boasted civilization, the ‘dear people 
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support a physician to every 500 people. In New Mexico 
a physician would starve to death with a clientage of 
5000 people, if natives. That is the difference in being 
civilized and semi-barbarians. The Apache Indians of 
our continent are acknowledged to be one of the strong- 
est—if not the healthiest and strongest—races on the 
earth. These Indians know neither gymnasium nor drug 
doctors. ‘Tney never Studied anatomy, never read 
physiology; for this reason they are physically perfect. 
The Indian's ignorance, as it is often termed, has been 
his salvation. The white man educates himself away 
from nature, so 
may seem, the less he knowe. A physician located among 
10,000 Apaches would starve to death if dependent on 
their patronage for support. 

“Some time since I visited Danville, Ky. A smallpox 
scare was in full blast; doctors were kept busy vac- 
cinating the gullible, panic-stricken people. A resident 
physician told me that the over-credulous people of 
Danville might be likened to a goose, the picking of 
which, in that one scare, had enabled him to fta her his 
nest’ to the amount of $1500. The doctors, as a class.

SOME ENTERTAINING SOAP-BUBBLE TRICKS. 


“Any one can perform these soap-bubb'e tricꝰs by the 
exercise of a little care,” writes Meredith Nugent in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal for July.

‘CROQUET UP TO DATE. 


NEW WAY OF PLAYING AN OLD GAME—MAKES IT 
A RIVAL OF GOLF.

Croquet as played this season has taken on some in- 
teresting features, and the game is almost, if not quite, 
a rival of tennis and golf. We hear of croquet tou:na- 
ments and handsome prizes, and when “foursomes” are 
mentioned, croquet, quite as likely as golf, is referred to, 
as well as when one talks glibly of the “open challenge 
singles,” or the “handicap singles.”

and playing toward the turning stake. The balls 

be so played that they rest below the first arch from ii 
turning stake, and if dislodged must be replaced, of 
balls being in play from where they rest, the ball nearas 
the stake playing first. The order of colors is red, white 
blue and black. Each player is provided with a clip@ 
marker of the same color as his ball, painted on omg 
side only, which he must affix to his arch next in onde 
in course of play, before his partner plays, with 
painted side toward the front of the arch. Should i 
fail to do so his clip must remain upon the arch it rests 
on before he played, and he must make the points agai, 
Should he move his marker beyond or back of the palm 
he is for his attention must be called to such error te 
fore he plays again, otherwise it shall stand. Shculd g 
player put a ball through its arch he must move the com 
responding clip to its proper arch before the next Balj 
is played, otherwise the clip remains as before. 

If a player roquets two or more balls at the same 
stroke only the first can be croqueted. Should a player 
croquet a ball he has not roqueted he loses his turn, ang 
all balls moved by such play must be replayed to tis 
satisfaction of the opponent. a 

The handicap introduced by some clubs is the small 
wicket, not more than three and one-half inches & 
diameter. In practicing it is well to use a wicket of this 
size, then the regulation four-inch will not ste% 
so formidable. The new pattern wickets are firg 
and rigid, and do not spread, the part entering the 
ground being wedged-shaped. There is no restrictiog 
as to the kind or size of mallet used, and one or two 
hands may be used in striking. Cocobols is the new 


wood of which mallets are made. There is much d 


cussion regarding the abolition of the gutta-pereha end 
of the mallet. Its best argument is that it helps the 
girls, but they reply with spirit: “We do not want aay 
assistance on the score of sex.”

HUNTING STRAY COINS. 


A PARIS INDUSTRY AT WHICH SOME TWO IILUNe 
DRED PEOPLE FIND EMPLOYMENT. 


[New York Herald:] About two hundred men in 
Paris find a livelihood of some sort. by hunting in the 
They are known as fllonneurs.“ 

In various parts of the city strollers may often see a 
number of wretched-looking men, dressed in raga, walk- 
ing slowly in Indian file, with their eyes fixed on the 
ground. If they are observed for some time one man 
after another will be seen to stoop down and pick some- 
thing up. 3 

M. Arnould Galopin relates that he recently followed a 
group of these men during a quarter of an hour They 
had been walking for hours, he afterward, learned. On 
the Boulevard Malesherbes they sat down on a bench, 
and M. Galopin entered into the following conversaticn 
with one of them: . 

“What are you looking for?” 

The coin hunter, before replying, consulted his com- 
panions with a questioning glance, and then said: 
“Money.” — 

This reply was received with incredulity, as the Paris 
poor often give bantering answers to questions from 


persons they regard as capitalists. But this man was in 


earnest. He continued: 
“Yes, we are looking for money. On certain days we 


are fairly successful; on others we are very fortunate. — 


have sometimes known men to pick up as much as 
1.3 in a day. Generally, however, the work only yields 
avout f.1 50 centimes a day.” 

“This is not our best season. Winter is our harvest 
time. People wear gloves then, and in paying a cabmau 
or buying a newspaper they often drop a copper con.“ 

“Yes, but you have to find the coins?” 

“Oh, that is nothing. We can always see them. It is 
a matter of habit. Once the eye is trained a man never 
misses a coin. 

“You must not think that everybody can become a 
coin hunter at a day’s notice. An apprenticeship is 
necessary. During the first few days beginners look and 
look, but see nothing. They find a coin occasionally, 
but that is more or less a matter of luck. When a ‘coin 
hunter's’ eye is properly trained he will never pass 2 
copper coin on the pavement without seeing it. 

“It is a tiring trade. Very often we are utterly ex- 
hausted. Our legs refuse to move any more and we 
suffer from fearful headaches. Nothing is more fatis ulug 
than constantly walking while looking at the ground. 
It produces giddiness and a tipsy feeling.” 

“Why is the name ‘filonnage’ given to your trade?” 

“The name was invented by old Gautier, who, before 
hunting for smal] coins on the Paris pavements, had 
been a gold prospector in America. Over there in the 
mines there are ‘filons’ or lodes of gold. As soon as the 
lode is discovered it only has to be followed, and the 
miners are always sure to find a number of nuggets. Ia 
our hunt for copper coins the same thing happens. 
When we find one there are generally others near it. 

“As we hunt for filons or lodes of coins we are called 
‘filonneurs,’ or ‘loders,’ and our trade is called ‘filon- 
nage,’ or ‘loding.’ ”’

CORN-HUSK DOLLS. 

[Chicago Chronicle: ] Miss Nellie Morrison of Salina, 
Kan., is making a fortune by making dolls from corn 
husks. Her trade extends all over the United States 
and Europe. When a chi'd, she made these dolls for her 
little friends. The demand was so great that she sold 
them for 25 cents each. Now she is 28 years old and 
she sells the dolls by the hundred at the same price. 
The first corn carnival held in Atchison in 1895 brought 
Miss Morrison prominently before the public. Her 
dolls exhibited there leaped at once into popular favor 
and she received more orders than she could possibly 
fill. She has never been able to find an assistant who 
could put the corn husks together as skillfully as she 
herself does the work. She is kept busy day and night 
supplying the demand. She has sent the queer dolls 
to Germany and France and recently shipped a large lot 
to England. She says she does not know exactly how 
many dolls she has made, but the number would run 
into the thousands. 

Miss Morrison uses about 2s many husks as are found 
on an ordinary ear of corn to make each doll. The 
cob serves for the body.

PAPYRUS OF MAGIC 


RECZNT DISCOVERIES IN EGYPT 
THROW LIGHT ON BLACK ART. 


From the London 


the home of magic. In the Talmud, indeed, there 

is a saying that when thirteen parts of magic were 
created, twelve of them were assigned to Egypt, and 
that it wos during his residence in Egypt that Jesus 
learned th: art of working miracles. A particular inter- 
est therefo_e attaches itself to eny literature relating to 
magic which may be recovered om the buried libraries 
oi Egyptian temples. During recent years several im- 


4 RADITION kas always credited Egypt with being 


portant discoveries have been made, and it is fortunate 


that most of these papyri have found their resting place 
in the Brit sh Museum. The correcincss of the tradition 
as to prevalence of magic in the Nile land is amply 
proved, for it lay at the basis of the mystic theology of 
the Book of the Dead, and it formed the ground work 
of the pseudo-science of medicine in the famous Ebers 


papyrus, as well as of the favorite literature of the com- 
mon people. 


The discoveries of the last few years, in both Egypt 
and Chaldea, have placed a new aspect on the study of 
magic and raised it from the position of a black art” 
to the rank of a subject throwing much light on the 
beginnings of religion and science in the most remote 
ages. Magic has been well described as the physics of 
man in a state of nature.“ It represents his earliest ef- 
forts to soive the problems of nature, and to express his 
Own position in the mutual relations which he felt ex- 
isted throughout nature. 

On this subject the papyrus of Nosi-Amsu in the 
British Museum throws great light. This extraordinary 
religio-magical work contains a curious litany called the 
“Book of the Overthrowing of Apep.” Apep was the 
serpent tiend, the enemy of Ra, the sun god. To defeat 
him magic has to be employed. The ceremonies de- 
scribed are most interesting. A wax figure, for in- 
stance, of Apep, on which his name wes written in green, 
is to be made and placed on a fire so that it shall con- 
sume the enemy of Ra. Or, again, figures of the fiend 
and his attendants are to be made of wax and to have 
their names written on them and to be pierced with a 
Stone spear and tuen burned. This custom of wax fig- 
ures of the demon is found in almost every system of 
magic. More important is the care advised to recite the 
names of the evil ones and to write and destroy them; 
for the name was believed to be the most vital element 
in nature. Unless an object had a name it could not 
exist, and if the name was lost it perished. Hence in 


the Book of the Dead the special chapters to preserve . 


the name in the next world. 
The belief in the magical power of the name lies at 


mme base of all oriental magic, and is even found in the 


early Christian writings, such as the Apocalypse of St. 


. John, where we have the passage: “Thou hast a name 


been published by the Clarendon Press, with notes and 
translation by L. Griffith, F.S.A. The papyrus was dis- 


covered in 1895 in Upper Egypt, and purchased some 


time later by the trustees of the museum. Its date can 
be fixed with fair certainty. On the obverse of the two 


leaves are a set of farm accounts written in Greek, dated 


in the seventh year of the Emperor Claudius (A. D. 
46-47.) and on the reverse are written in Demotic, or the 
common script, a series of magical tales. The second 
use of the papyrus probably took place about thirty 
years later; so we may place their origin about A. D. 
475. Among the magical literature of Egypt there was 
a famous cycle of stories grouped rourd S>tme-K 1amnas 
(the eldest son of Rameses II, the Pharaoh of Moses,) 
of whom there is a statue in the British Museum. He 
was High Pricst of Memphis, and is traditionally said 
to have devoted himself to the study of magic and es- 
pecially to a search for “the magic rolis written by the 
fingers of the scribe god Thoth (Hermes) Th’s papyrus 
was probably used by some Memphitic story-teller, who 
read or recited it as Arab story-tellers do in “The 
Arabian Nights” and similar works. The author has 
collected tales of varying ages and grouped them round 
his hero. Some are taken apparently from Christian 
sources, and we have a curious paraliel to the story of 
Christ and the doctors in the temple, and also a version 


of the parable of Dives and Lazarus. But the most 


curious are some episodes remarkably like the miracles 
of Moses and the plagues of Egypt. 

These stories record a great contest in magic between 
the magicians of Egypt and Ethiopia, the wisdom of 
Egypt being represented by Se-Osiris, the son of 
Khamnas. This contest seems to accord with the tradi- 
tion mentioned in the Bible of Jannes and Jambres,” 
who withstood Moses” (II Timothy iii, 8.) The two 
Kthiopian magicians boast of the deeds of magic they 
can perform. One says: I will cast my magic upon 
the land of Egypt. and I will cause the people of Egypt 
to pass three days and three nights without seeing the 
light.” Here we seem to have a strange and almost 
verbal version of the ninth plague— and there was a 
thick darkness in all the land of Egypt three days” 
(Exodus x, 13.) Another parallel is found in the words 
of the second Ethiopian. The magician gives as a sign 
to his mother that if he requires aid against the 
magicians of Egypt the sign shall be that “if thou are 
eating or drinking the waters shall be the color of 
blood before thee and the heaven shall be the color ot 
blood.” The resemblance to the Hebrew version is not 
quite so close as in the first reference; but still it is 
curiously similar to the turning of the waters into bico! 
(Exodus x, 17.) Lastly, there is a remarkable passage, 
unfortunately somewhat mutilated, which seems to con- 
tain a trace of the story of Moses in tbe bultushes. The 
son of Khamnas, the champion of Egypt, as Moses was 
of the Hebrews, was, according to the legend here given, 
a reincarnation of an older wise man named Hor, “the 
son of the negress,” and when he defeats his opponents, 
one of them upbraids him with the words: “Art thou 
not he whom I eaved from the reeds of Ra (?Nile,) thy 
companion being drowned?”
